SACRAMENTO, Jan. 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Grant still leads, and the 
hosts of the machine boss of San Fran- 
cisco, Daniel M. Burns, are downcast, 
disconcerted, dismayed. Despite the lies 
they have let loose on the air of Sac- 
ramento about the disintegration of the 
Grant forces; despite the sfbilant whis- 
perings of the bushwhackers, 
dark corners; despite the, boasts of his 
noisy and ill-smelling touts, that Burns 
has the fight won; despite 
hiding and browbeating the pestiferous 
gang has visited upon honest men who 
have the courage and manhood to vote 
for the candidates of their choice, and 
despite the claims of the malodorous 
captain and the shouting of his booze- 
swilling lieutenants, Grant still leads. 

And all this time where is the Los 
Angeles delegation? Still standing 
fast, like a brick wall, for an impos- 
sible candidate, who has no more show 
of election to the United States Senate 
than he has to be transported to the 
planet Mars on the wings of a butter- 
fly.

Money Alone Can Save Him—Vote of 
Yesterday—The Situation.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Dan Burns is “up against 
it” and has met great defeat in his 
Senatorial campaign. It is admitted 
tonight that nothing can save him but 
the free use of money, and all kinds 
of excuses are being made by his 
henchmen, but he does mot “open up” 
any more. The old story is revamped 
that Daniel never wanted to be Sena- 
tor, but that, like other noted or noto- 
rious men, he placed himself in the 
hands of his friends and allowed him- 
self to be led with reins of roses and 
alluring promises to the Senatorial 
trough. 


But bitter is the water he must 
drink. however he may have g¢ot to it. 
And the idea of Dan Burns sacrificing 
his personal interests on the high 
eround of the good Republican party 
is so absurd that none but blithing 
idiots entertain it.

ALASKA CRIMINAL LAWS.

‘1. That the government and people 
of the United States have not waged 
the recent war with Spain for conquest 
and for the acquisition of foreign ter- 
ritory, but solely for the purpose set 
forth in the resolution of Cngress mak- 
ing the declaration of said war; the.

harbors as may be necessary for gov- 
ernmental purposes being not demed 
inconsistent with the same. 

«J hat in demanding and receiving 
the cession of the Philippines it is not 
the purpose of the government of the 
United States to secure and maintain 
domain over the same as a part of the 
territory of the United States or to in- 
corporace the inhabitants thereof. as 
citizens of the United States, or hold 
said inhabitants as vassels or subjects 
of this government. 

“3. That, whereas, at the time of the 
declaration of war by the United States 
against Spain, and prior thereto, the in- 
habitants of the Philippine Islands were 
-actively engaged in wer with Spain, 
to achieve their independence: and, 
whereas, said purpose and the military 
operations thereunder have not been 
abandoned, but are still being actively 
prosecuted thereunder, therefore, in 
recognition of and in obedience to the 
principle announced in the great dec- 
laration that ‘governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of *the

To adopt the resolution 
was to declare that our fathers have 
brought forth a nation that was _ in- 
ferior to all nations regardless of the 
generally accepted theory that one na- 
tion was equal to another, and all 
equally unrestricted. 
Among the powers of nationality are 
the powers to make war and to make 
treaties. This is an inherent right off 
nationality, and the government of the 
United States has the same power that 
all other governments have. Our pre- 
rogative is as great as that of Great 
Britain, said Mr. Foraker. It being 
true that we have the power to make 
war and to enter into treaty agree- 
ments, we logically have the power to 
acquire territory by conquest or other- 
wise, and to inherit all the conse- 
quences that may occur through war. 
He quoted Chief Justice Marshall to 
sustain his position, contending that 
the Chief Justice had said the-United 
States had not only the right to ac- 
quire, but also the right to govern 
territory so acquired. 

Mr. Bacon called attention to the 
fact that the territory under considera- 
tion by the Chief Justice was Florian, 
which was contiguous, and having a 
population homogeneous with’our own. 
Mr. Foraker said that while this 
statement as to the location of terri- 
tory was true as a matter ‘of fact, 
Justice Marshall had _ not found it 
necessary to point to this fact. His 
utterance had been clear cut and with- 
out qualification, and it was evident 
from this opinion that the fathers of 
the. American republic had not meant 
to create a nation inferior to other 
nations in power. Mr. Foraker also 
quoted Justice Bradley, in the Utah 
case, involving the question of polye- 
amy. in which the Justice said: “It 
would be absurd to say that a®nation 
has power to acquire territory and not 
the power ta govern it.” 

This was a late decision on the same 
lines as that of Chief Justice Marshall 
in the early days of the republic. Such 
betng the authorities, what ground, he 
asked, have the supporters of the reso- 
lution to stand upon. 

An assertion of the temporary char- 
acter of our possession of the Philip- 
pines created a stir. Mr. Foraker re- 
iterated it. We could not desert the 
people of the islands, he said, and 
subject them to the risks of disorder, 
anarchy, misrule and mob rule, while 
they might be still unfit for self-gov- 
ernment. But our occupation was not 
to be permitted. “I do not understand 
that anyone desires anvthing but the 
ultimate independence of the people of 
the Philippines,” said he, e-nphatically, 
‘neither the President nor anyone in 
this chamber.”

The calculated budget for 1899 is 
formed of the following items: Gen- 
eral obligations, $19,580; State obliga- 
tions, $304,995; justice department, $201,- 
452; financial department, $169,610; in- 
terior department, $766,639. The cus- 
toms for the coming year were esti- 
mated to be $3,132,900. This sum is to 
be reduced by the amount usually 
raised by the duty on wheat flour, and 
which has been taken off by Gen. 
Hienry, equal to $500,000. This leaves a 
net revenue from the gustom-house of 
$2,632,900. There will remain, therefore, 
an excess of $1,170,623. 

It should be understood that the 
above figures for the estimated budget 
for the year embrace only the neces- 
sary expenses for the payment of sal- 
aries and other fixed charges. If this 
amount cannot be paid from the pro- 
ceeds of the customs, then it must be 
raised by other methods of taxation. 

Gen... Henry has asked of Washing- 
ton the right to apply the customs re- 
ceipts to the expenses of the govern- 
ment. If this should be permitted, all 
government expenses could be paid and 
many improvements carried on, 

At the present time there are many 
taxes collected that are a great hin- 
drance to commerce, and if the cus- 
toms receipts could be used these 
might be done away with. Merchants 
in doing business in Porto Rico pay 
almost a prohibitive tax. No one can 
engage in the banking or importing 
business without paying to the gov- 
ernment a tax of about 2500 pesos per 
annum. Then there are consumption 
taxes imposed upon every article im- 
ported for consumption. These should 
all be done away with, as they hinder 
trade and prevent “the trade from 
America entering here. 

Many Americans Wave come here for 
the purpose of establishing trade with 
Porto Rico, and representatives of cap!i- 
tal have visited the island for the pur- 
pose of securing franchises for the 
building of public improvements. They 
have received a check by the recent 
order of the War Department, which 
prohibits any town in Porto Rico from 
granting any franchise for public im- 
provements without first referring the 
application to the military Governor. 
The latter must refer the application 
to the Secretary of War before it may 
be granted. The effect of this order 
is to tie the hands of the military Gov- 
ernor and to practically put a stop to 
any improvements upon the part of the 
municipalities. This ruling of the War 
Department, with the delay in reduc- 
ing the tariff upon articles between the 
United States and Porto Rico, will de- 
lay the development of the country. 

There are very good opportunities for 
the investment of capital, but so long 
as these matters are uncertain, capital 
will not. be invested in the trade or 
development of the country. When 
this order came, Gen. Henry regarded 
it as an advantage to the holder of 
Spanish franchises, therefore 
promptly made an order revoking all 
of the latter. His idea was to place 
all upon an equality. He had hardly 
signed the latter order, however, be- 
fore the legal questions involved pre- 
sented themselves, and he decided to 
rescind his order. serious question 
was raised, and one that might have 
been. decided against the general, in 
favor of the holders of old Spanish con- 
cessions.

Charles O'Neill, chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, has loaned two 6-pound 
rapid-fire guns to the War Depart- 
ment, which will be placed on_ the 
transports going to Manila. These 
vessels will then be able to support 
any movement of the army. 


THANKS OF CONGRESS. 


Two Heroic Nurses Will Probably 
Receive That Distinction. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Margaret 
Livingston Chanler and Anna Bouling, 
heroic women who served without pay 
as nurses in Porto Rico during the 
war, have been recommended for that 
rare honor, the thanks of Congress. 
They landed in Ponce, July 31, and the 
same day began nursing Spanish and 
American “sick. Miss Chanler from 
her own purse hired a house and ¢s- 
tablished a hospital for American offi- 
cers, and, as‘the number of sick grew, 
hired another and another until she 
had three hospitals in operation at her 
own expense. In September she turned 
the hospitals over to the government 
trained nurses, having first provided 
for their rental and running expenses. 
The two brave women then went to 
Coamo, nursing the sick there, and 
later to San Juan, and as soon as San 
Juan was under the American flag, 
started a hospital there. Gen. Miles 
says their conduct was most commend- 
able and praiseworthy. 

“Such noble and generous acts per- 
formed under circumstances of great 
embarrassment, and danger of con- 
tracting fatal diseases prevalent at 
that time,’’ he says, ‘‘our government 
should recognize, and I recommend 
that appropriate medals be presented 
these two women; and in the case of 
Miss Chanler, on account of her con- 
tributing .so largely and generously 
from her own private finds without 
the least hope of ever being remune- 
rated, I further recommend that the 
matter be brought tuo the attention of 
Congress for such action as it may 
deem advisable.” 

The suggestion is indorsed by Sec- 
retary Alger, who recommended suit- 
able action by Congress. It is prob- 
able the two women. will be given 
medals and the thanks of Congress.

Grant made a net gain of one vote for 
today, while the relative position of 
Burns and himself remains the same. 
On tomorrow's ballot, if Grant's 
strength shows no diminution, Green- 
well of Ventura will probably leave 
him to vote for Bard, for, as he told 
the Times representative tonight, he 
thought the ought to cast a compli- 
mentary vote or two for the man from 
his own county, if he can do it without 
injuring Grant. 

DELUDED ANGELENOS. 

Bulla’s infatuated followers still re- 
fuse to admit that he cannot be elected. 
Though all but one or two of them 
would go to Grant if they should split, 
all allow these two and their leader te 
coerce them, so that it now seems im- 
probable that they will have a chance 
to go to Grant. These two individuals 
are hugging the delusion that they can 
get fifty votes from any old place to 
put Bulla through, and they even have 
the presumption to ac’ why it is that 
Grant's forces still “hold out,” and 
do not come over to them. They claim 

to have the only Simon-pure, name- 
blown-in-the-bottle brand of southern 
candidate, and they refuse to accept 
any other. 

They are that kind of mathematicians 
that believe a pyramid should stand 
on its apex rather than its base. As 
for the “scattering,”’ there is good au- 
thority for the statement that George 
A. Knight has told Senator Gillette 
and Assemblyman Boynton, his sole 
two remaining supporters, that if it 
should appear at any time that their 
votes could elect Grant they should 
go that way, but he and the Scott and 
Estee advocates are hoping for a rev- 
olution like that which elected Felton 
when Estee was only seven votes shy 
of capturing the prize. Collector John 
C. Lynch said tonight that the situation 
is much the same as on that memorable 
occasion, but that the men and motives 
that guide them are different. 

GETTING COLD COMFORT. 

Burns’s shouters are getting what 
cold comfort they can out of the fact 
that they are only two votes behind 
Grant. and stand to win a few, and 
also that the fear of Burns’s power, 
which has ‘been emphasized in the 
minds of the legislators by what they 
consider was a direct threat from Gov, 
Gage, will operate to hold his unwill- 
ing followers, and bring into line those 
who might otherwise hold aloof. The 
cheap oratory, which ‘has been dis- 
pensed for two days inthe form of 
nominating and seconding speeches, has 
still further strengthened the impres- 
sion that Gage and Burns must be 
conciliated, for not one speaker has 
dared to depict Burns in his true col- 
ors. On the contrary, nearly every 
mother’s son of them has held him’“up 
to view as some wonderful product of 
California climate, if not a much- 
maligned and persecuted individual. 

Casper of Tulare, who allowed the 
impression to go abroad that he was 
a Grant man, but who has now twice 
voted for Bulla, made a speech second- 
ing the latter’s nomination today, 
which was able and artfully contrived, 
but which gave so much credit to 
Burns that the latter’s supporters 
emiled as they heard it, and predicted 
that he would yet be found in the 
Burns camp. One of the best speeches 
in joint convention today was that of 
Senator Davis of Jackson, nominating 
Irving M. Scott and depicting in glow- 
ing language public feeling toward that 
wonderful battleship, the Oregon, and 
the man who made her. 

The claims put forth for the several 
candidates are interesting to study. 
Burns seems to be the man of action, 
if speeches are to be believed; Barnes 
the man of words; Grant the man of 
prestige, and Bulla the man of Legis- 
lative experience. Bulla’s not  over- 
modest friends, in fact, assert that he 

‘ has all the qualifications of the others 
incorporated in himself, and the Sena- 
tor listened to the speeches today as 
if he believed it. They do say that 
Senator Simpson tried hard to put a 
nail in his coffin by insisting on talk- 
ing when Morehouse and Stratton 
wanted to dispense with or limit the 
quantity of wind to be freed, and by 
orating to unseemly length. Lieut. 

Simpson is a “good fellow,’ and the 
story seems improbable.

picion does not attach to him, the ru- 
mor is etiher groundless or applies to 
some individual yet to come into the 
open. Dr. Marvin's change from Knight 
to Grant is ascribed to Marvin's per- 
sonal Jiking for Grant. 

Editor J. F. Thompson of the “ureka 
Standard, now here, Says that Knight 
desires the complimentary vote of 
Humboldt county, which he considers is 
his hc<ne county, but that many of 
the people up thére are now warmly 
advocating the selection of him for 
Senator. 

Burns's touts, from Guy Barham 
down, are out tonight in a mad scram- 
ble for votes. Futile efforts were made 
to induce Merritt of Santa Barbara and 
Huber of Azusa to go and see Burns 
in- his headquarters, and strong pres- 
sure is being brought to bear on south- 
ern members generally. Dan's plan 
now is to split the Grant forees, and 
letters, telegrams and delegations are 
speeding to the Capitol from all parts 
of the State to nduce the stalwarts to 
change their votes. Capt. A. S. Mil- 
ice of Riverside was pulled out of bed 
aut an unseemly hour last night by a 
couple of individuals sent from Burns's 
headquarters, but the captain is an 
old soldier, and stood by like the vet- 
eran he is. It is too early in the 
political warfare for that kind of 
skirmishing to succeed, and especially 
when directed from the camp of an 
admittedly-defeated general. 


LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 


A bill appropriating $56,500 for im- 
provements at Whittier, consisting of 
trades building, hospital, purchase and 
rental of water, and purchase of live 
stock. was introduced in the Senate by 
Currier. and in the Assembly by 
Huber this morning. Huber, acting on 
resolution from the Board of. Trus- 
tees of Pomona, introduced a bill al- 
lowing boards of trustees of cities of 
the sixth class, to appoint a city at- 
torney and city clerk. He also intro- 
duced a measure submitting to a vote 
of the people of municipalities of the 
fifth and sixth classes the question of 
local option. 

LIMITING INTEREST RATE. 

Two hundred thousand dollars for 
the maintenance of the Whittier 
School will be asked for in the General 
Appropriation Bill. 

Works of San Diego has half a dozen 
bills, including one limiting the rate of 
interest ‘to 12 per cent. per annum, 
which it is supposed would dispose. of 
usury. Gov. Gage approved his first 
bill today in approving Assembly Bill 
No. 1, making an appropriation for 
the State Printing Office. <A _ consti- 
tutional amendment abolishing the 
Railroad Commissioners and bills pro- 
viding for the appointment of a board 
of five Supreme Court Commissioners 
and a secretary, and for the erection 
of a polytechnic school in San Luis 
Obispo county, were among the fea- 
tures of the day. Wade of Napa pre- 
sented a _ resolution requesting the 
boards of supervisors of various coun- 
ties to dismiss suits brought against 
the State to collect back commissions, 
which suits involve large sums. 

DIRECT SENATORIAL VOTE. 

Brooke of Oak Park, (Dem.,) intro- 
ducd a concurrent resolution calling 
upon Congress to amend the Constitu- 
tion to allow of a direct vote of the 
people for United States Senator, in 
view of the allegations of corruption 
which have been made in connection 
with such elections. Meserve of Red- 
lands introduced a bill making afpro- 
vriation for the improvement of the 
Southern California Hospital for the 
Insane. and Valentine of Los Angeles 
sent in several bills of interest to 
Southern California relating to street 
improvements: making an appropria- 
tion for California at the Paris Expo- 
sition: making appropriation for the 
State Normal School at Los Angeles; 
allowing the consolidation of railways 
(the bill being designed in the interest 
of the Santa Fé and Valley roads;) to 
settle the claim of Marie Wilcox for 
the purchase of school lands, and 
amending the act’in regard to letting 
contracts for the construction of pub- 
lic buildines. Little attention is being 
given to bills by legislators generally 
in view of the interest felt in the 
Senatorial struggle.

GRANT STALWARTS FIRM. . 


Meeting Held Last Night—Gov. Gage 
Did not Talk—Plans Made. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 11.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A meeting of the Grant 
stalwarts was held tonight at head- 
quarters, at which all but two of his 
twenty-seven supporters were pres- 
ent. The two absentees were kept 
away not by any lack of zeal, for, as 
the meeting developed, it took the na- 
ture of a most loyal adherence to the 
Grant cause. 

Assemblyman A. S. Crowder of San 
Diego, who has twice left a bed of 
sickness to vote for the man whom his 
constituents are anxious to see installed 
in one of California’s seats in the up- 
per house of Congress, dared not ven- 
ture out into the rainy night, but was 
undoubtedly in the heartiest accord 
with the spirit of the meeting. Assem- 
blyman Chynoweth of Orange, who 
has been absent from sessions and who 
cast his first vote for Grant when the 
joint convention met today, was again 
prevented from taking an active part 
in Grant’s behalf by the illness of his 
mother, who, it is reported, is at the 
point of death. 

Several of the warm supporters of 
Mr. Grant, outside of legislators, at- 
tended the meeting, and gave the lat- 
ter the benefit of their counsel. The 
Senatorial deadlock was discussed by 
those present for fully an hour, and it 
was eventually decided that ,under no 
circumstances should a break be maed 
in the Grant forces. Grant's support- 
ers from various counties are now 
fully united, and will present a solid 
front to the enemy henceforth, for as 
long a period as may be necessary. 

The meeting was unanimous in sen- 
timent, and in certain respects is the 
most remarkable that has been held 
so. far during the Senatorial contest. 
It makes a clear-cut avenue between 
Grant and Burns, and leaves Bulla 
without a leg to stand upon. The Los 
Angeles delegation, if it shall persist 
in its preposterous efforts ‘to absorb 
to. itself the votes of these two fac- 
tions, consisting in each instance of 
more than double Bulla’s strength 
will display most reprehensible disre- 
gard for its instructions to vote for 
a Southern California man with the 
idea of electing, instead of defeating 
a candidate from that section of the 
State. 

BURNS’'S CAMPAIGN PLAN, 

The Burns people have mapped out 
their plan of campaign, also, and as 
The Times correspondent has hereto- 
fore asserted, it is war to the knife be- 
tween the “Mexican army’’ of twenty- 
five, and the forces undes the son of 


America’s great war general U.S.Grant. 
Charles Shortridge told Gov. Gage to- 
night that the proper thing for the 
Burns forces to do was to stand pat 
and prevent the election of any man 
as Senator, if Burns cannot be chosen, 
until the Legislature shall adjourn, the 
idea being, of course, that Gov. Gage 
should, after adjournment sine die, ap- 
point a Senator, as was done in Ore- 
gon in the Corhett case, and that he 
(Gov. Gage) would make Burns the 
appointée. This scheme, however, even 
if the Governor should go so far as to 
lend it tacit approval, would result 
in failure, for the United States Sen- 
ate, in the Corbett instance, refused to 
seat the Senator appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of Oregon. 
DIDN’T WANT TO TALK. 

Gov. Gage was asked tonight if he 
thought it proper for his administration 
to be put in the peculiar attitude as- 
cribed to it by Assemblyman Jilson, 
the flopper from Hornbrook, who de- 
clared to The Times correspondent be- 
fore the session opened today that the 
people of Yreka demanded that he 
change his vote from Grant to Burns, 
for the reason that he (Jilson’s) support 
of the San Diegan would mean a loss of 
State patronage to that burg and vi- 
cinity. Gov. Gage said he did not 
Want to talk on the subject, and that 
he could not take cognizance of every 
cock and bull story that came up. He 
refused to recognize the necessity for 
Satisfying’ the decent people of his 
home section and of the rest of the 
State, who may reasonably be supposed 
to have an interest in good government, 
that he is not using the power of his 
great office to satisfy mistaken preju- 
dice and bolster up the claims of an 
egregious rascal yclept Burns. It can- 
not be that Gov. Gage has such an- 
tipathy to newspaper men that he re- 
fuses to talk, for reporters of that 
Well-known Deenocratic ‘“‘jernel,”” the 
Examiner, apparently have no trouble 
in getting to him at any time. 
DEMOCRATIC MINORITY CAUCUS. 

The members of the Desnocratic 
minority held a caucus tonight and an- 
other effort was made to tie them up 
so that they should not vote at any 
time for a Republican. This effort. as 
on the occasion of the previous failure, 
proved abortive. It was determined, 
however, that the following-named 
De-nocrats should be voted for before 
any scattering should take place: 
Michael F. Tarpey, who will receive 
a complimentary vote tomorrow; ex- 
Chairman Alford, of the Democratic 
State Central Committee: ex-Senator 
Sewall of Mendocino; James G: Ma- 
guire, who was among the “also 
rans” for Governor at the last election; 
J. F. Smith of San Francisco: Con- 
gsressman de Vries, and Assemblyman 
Caminetti. 

The idea of getting up this list of 
names is more to hold the Democrats 
together than to compliment the in- 
dividuals nacned, and this suits John 
W. Mitchell of Los Angeles, who is 
here in the interest of Phelan, and is 
feelin’ the situation otherwise, but 
there is good reason to believe that 
Grant will get some Democratic votes. 
Great satisfaction prevails among the 
Grant’men tonight, and the admission 
of Burns's followers that a long and 
hard fight is on does not tend to lessen 
that satisfaction. If Burns thought 
himself a winner no such admission 
would be made, and a -victory for 


Grant lies in the very assertion itself 
from the opposition ca-np.

NO PASSENGERS INJURED AND 


LITTLE TIME LOST. 


California Board of Trade Holds a 
Busy Session—Mataafa is not 
King—Dernt Arrested for 
Murder. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11.—The 
“Owl” special Southern Pacitic Passen- 
ger train, between Oakland and Los 
Angeles, which left Oakland pier this 
evening at 5:30 o'clock, was wrecked 
at 8:30 o'clock, nine miles this side of 
Los Bafios, by running into a band of 
sheep that was crossing the track. 


Engineer William M. Woods was 
fatally injured. The fireman was 
slightly hurt, and a section hand was 


injuted. 

The engine, tender, baggage car and 
day coach were overturned. Onc sleep- 
ing car left the track. The only car 
that remained on the track was the 
diner at the very end of the train. 
None’ of the passengers, it is said, nor 
the. trainmen, other than those named, 
were hurt. 

The accident occurred on a curve near 
a siding called Ingomaf® The night 
was intensely dark, and so suddenly 
did the accident occur that there was 
not an instant’s warning. As the en- 
gine toppled over it struck an outfit 
car belonging to a construction train 
that was standing on a side track. One 
man in the car was hurt. The huge 
locomotive crashed with -terrific force 
into the car, splintering the sides and 
then settling down into the soft mud, 

Engineer Woods was buried in the 
mass of wreckage. He was so horribly 
scalded and crushed that he cannot 
possibly recover. He was on the right 
side of the engine and was shut oft 
fron all chance of escape. ‘The fire- 
man had a better show for his life, 
being on the opposite side from which 
the engine toppled over. 

The baggage car was thrown in a 
heap behind the engine. There were 
no passengers in the day coach. Dhe 
sleeper plowed over the ties for several 
feet, but beyond a severe shaking-up, 
the passengers were not injured. 

The news of the wreck was sent to 
Los Banos by a section hand, who 
walked nine miles to get assistance. 
Los Banos was the nearest point at 
which telegraphic communication could 
be obtained. 

He had no light except the feeble 
rays of a railroad lantern, and only 
his familtarity with the country enabled 
him to reach Los Bafios. A terrific 
rain and windstorm had been sweeping 
down the valley all day, and as al- 
ready stated, the night was very dark. 

There was only one way to get word 
to the division headquarters at Oak- 
land pier, and that was by wire from 
Los Bafios. Conductor Brydges sent 
a brief story of the wreck with a re- 
quest for immediate relief. 

After nearly three hours struggle’ 
the telegraph office was reached at 
Los Bafios. As quickly-as the badly; 
working wires would permit, word was 
sent through to Oakland pier. Division 
Superintendent Agler was at once noti- 
fied. and within half an hour after 
the report arrived, a wrecking train 
with equipment was dispatched from 
the West Oakland yards. 


WILSON’S MURDERER. 


His Brother-in-law Arrested and 
Charged With the Crime. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KECORT.) 
SUISUN, Jan. 11.—Accustomed as is 
this town to sensations, it was hardly 
prepared todav for the arrest of Ww. 
J. Miller, accused of the murder of 
Daniel Wilson more than two years 
ago. Miller was the brother-in-law of 
Wilson, who was shot down at his own 
door one October night, and his in- 
carceration was quickly followed by 
the arrest of Mrs. Addie Wilson, the 
divorced wife of the murdered man, 


and of Mrs. Elizabeth Dickinson, 
mother of Mrs. Wilson and of Miller, 
the latter being supposed to have 


fired the fatal shot, and the two wo- 
men to have planned the murder with 
him. 

Miller, Mrs. Wilson and Mrs. Dickin- 
son were arraigned today before a 
justice of the peace. All three vehe- 
mently protested their innocence. The 
preliminary examination was continued 
to give the prosecution time to procure 
the attendance of necessary witnesses. 
Miller asked for an eariy examination, 
intimating that he will endeavor to 
prove an alibi. When the three pris- 
oners were taken back to the County 
Jail the two women were exceedingly 
nervous, and sobbed bitterly. 

In swearing to the complaints, Sher- 
iff Savage asserted that he possessed 
evidence sufficiently strong to satisfy 
a tardy justice. The theory of the 
Sheriff is that the murder was com- 
mitted that Mrs. Wilson might secure 
possession of Wilson's ranch, which, 
it was believed, he intended to deed 
to a woman-who had supplanted Mrs. 
Wilson in his affections. Miller, who 
is supposed to have done the actual 
shooting. has a wife and three chil- 
dren. His home is at Vallejo.

SHARKEY, THE KID AND THE REF- 
EREE TELL ALL ABOUT IT. 


The Sailor Modestly Says He’s the 
Best Man in the World and is 
Ready to Fight Anybody—MeCoy 
Hae Faith That He Can Still 
Whip Tam—How the Bets Ran. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—After the fight 
Tom Sharkey made this statement: 

“TI won this fight fair and square. I 
simply knocked the man out, and did 
it in good time. I thought I would win 
about the tenth round, and told my sec- 
onds so. My eye was blacked a little, 
but otherwise I aen unhurt. The blow 
that knocked me down was a dandy, 
but I knew that I would recuperate. 
The Kid can hit hard and is fast, 
but I have some speed myself, and as 
for hitting hard, I let the public judge 
of that. When I got up from the 
knock-down blow I was still strong, 
and the one minute’s rest put me all 
right again. McCoy is a good, game 
fellow, and I give him all the credit 
in the world, but he can’t whip me, nor 
can anyone else in the world.

DANGEROUS DEVELOPMENT. 


Beaurepaire’s tnflammatory Pro- 
nouncement in Dreyfus Case. 
[&SSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

PARIS, Jan. 11.—[By Atlantic Cable-] 
M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire, whose res- 
ignation of the presidency of the civil 
section of the Court of Cassation is 
regarded by impartial observers as the 
most dangerous development of the 
Dreyfts affair thus far, today furnished 
to a newspaper the most 
pronouncement he has yete made, It 
is in the nature of a proclamation, and 
is entitled “An appeal to the Depu- 
ties.”” upon whom he calls’ vehemently 
to remove the Dreyfus case from the 
hands of the criminal chamber of the 
court. The proclamation concludes as 
follows: 

“Order a real and solemn inquf/r.s, 
which shall penetrate right into the 
viscera of this tortuous examination. 
If there are guilty men in the bosom of 
the criminal chamber, authorize the 
executive power to remove them so 
that our magistracy may regain its 
ancient prestige. Remove the case 
from the criminal chamber tomorrow. 
Order an immediate judicial inquiry. 
You can assuredly take other measures, 
as you have to. accept advice from no 
one, and your decisions will be wel- 
comed with the confidence due those 
who safeguard the French cause. 

“I hope to play the modest role of 
those sentries who in the olden days 
signaled from the battlements the ap- 
proach of the enemy, and, after 
sounding an alarm, left it for the 
chiefs of the city to arm themselves 
in behalf of the eommonwealth. City 
fathers, forgive the abruptness of my 
appeal. If you do not cut the Gordian 
Knot at once, I tremble for my coun- 
try. My grief-is great to see the mag- 
istracy to which I have so long be- 
longed compromised, but I console my- 
self with the thought that it will 
emerge purified from the crisis. My 
grief is great at seeing five or six 
magistrates so forgetful of our tradi- 
tions as to declare themselves the ad- 
versaries of the army. Of course, the 
Dreyfusites maintain that they are 
not attacking the army while they at- 
tack its chiefs. These madmen think 
when they tell the soldiers today that 
their chiefs are unworthy to com- 
mand them that the spirit of discipline 
and confidence which constitutes the 
greatest source of military strength is 
not being undermined. 


“Vou wilh reply that what they call 


the ‘enemy’ is the sword of France— 
the poor officers whose uniform, is the 
garb of sacrifice, who work dewotedly 
for the loftiest aim which exists, pre- 
paring to die; who, tomorrow if the 
cannon roar, will shed their bldod for 
those who slander. I salute therm with 
admiration. I say to the soldiens that 
the national army is worthy of mespect 
from the highest to the lowest. rank, 
and if I have been able to aid in 
avenging the insult to which it has 
been subject, I shall not regret hav- 
ing paid so dearly for my independence. 
Deputies, listen to the voice of’a good 
citizen.

“M. DE QUESNAY BEAUREPATIRE.” 

This is a palpable appeal for the 
support of the army. But M. de 
Beaurepaire; who shot up like a sky- 
rocket as the most tremendous sensa- 
tion of the Dreyfus controversy, now 
seems falling like a rocket from his 
preéminence as a leader of the anti- 
Dreyfusards and the possible hero of 
a coup. The best observers of public 
opinion declare the impresston that 
has been created by his first remark- 
able denunciation of the Court of Cas- 
sation has been,succeeded by a skep- 
ticism regarding his motives and the 
value of his revelations.

PARIS, Jan. 11.—M. de Beaurepnaire, 
in an article published by the 
Echo de Paris, insinuates that Judge 
Loew, president of the court, went 
out of-his way to appoint M. 
Bard reporter of the Dreyfus af- 
fair, because he was sure of his par- 
tiality, and that he also appointed 
Dreyfusite magistrates for, other 
branches of the inquiry. Moreover, M. 
Beaurepaire says the rehabilitation of 
Col. Picquart by Judge Loew is tanta- 
mount to an uncalled-for declaration 
of the innocence of Dreyfus. 

Furthermore, M. de Beaurepaire 
claims that Judge Loew displayed hos- 
tility and aversion to the generals 
when the latter were testifying, and 
expressed an approval of the attacks 
on the general staff in the testimony 
of an ex-officer who was cashiered for 
intemperance. The charge is also 
made that Judge Loew, in examining 
the chiefs of the army and the officials 
of the war office, put the questions 
with the object of confusion, and that 
otherwise he frequently showed bias.

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—Fire tonight 
destroyed the upper tier of floors of a 
seven-storv brick building at No. 144- 
150 Franklin street, occupied by the 
Cook & Bernheimer Company, dealers 
in liquors. Emile Vincenot, a French- 
man. the chief compounder of cordials 
in the establishment, became «xcited 
and made his way to the roof and per- 
ished. Thirty-five men were working 
on the fifth floor at the time, and all 
escaped safely. Loss $100,000.

IS FOUNTAIN ALIVE? 


POSSIBLE CLUE TO THE MYSTERY. 


OF NEW, MEXICO, 


Miner Alston Snys He Saw Mail at 
Casas Grandes for the Man- Sala 
to Have Been Murdered Three 
Years Ago.

EL PASO (Tex.,) Jan. 11—It is 
barely possible that the whereabouts 
of Col. Albert J. Fountain and his lit- 
tle son, who were supposed to have 
been murdered in New Mexico in Jan- 
uary, 1896, may yet he known. The 
Fountain disappearance was one of the 
most sensational that ever occurred in 
New Mexico, and neither the attorney 
nor his little son have been. seen to 
this day, living or dead. The theory 
was advanced that both were mur- 
dered by cattle-rustlers, whom Foun- 
tain as attorney for the Cattlemen's 
Association was engaged in prosecut- 
ing, but no definite information as to 
the killing could ever be obtained, al- 
though several residénts of New Mex- 
ico have been charged with the mur- 


der, among them Oliver Lee of Dog 
Cafion. 


The Dona Ana county grand jury re- 
fused to indict Lee, but his political 
enemies and rival cattlemen procured 
.@ bench warrant for him, and Sheriff 
Garrett attempted to serve it. Lee re- 
fused to give himself up to his sworn 
enemies, and a few months ago an at- 

tempt was made by the Sheriff's posse 
te kill him while he was asleep. The 
result was the death of Deputy Sheriff 
Kearney and the retreat of the rest 
of the posse under -parole. 
Others who were accused of the al- 
Jeged murrer were arrested, and a pre- 
liminary examination was held. The 
prosecution failed to establish the fact 
of Fountain’s death, and during the 
examination one of the witnesses con- 
fessed that he had been promised $1500 
for giving testimony that would impli- 
cate Lee. 

When Fountain disappeared, many 
persons believed that he had left the 
country for reasons of his own. His 
love of the theatrical and sensational 
was so well known that W. H. H. Lilew- 
ellyn, his associate, said at once: “Oh, 
that’s only one of Fountain’s spectacu- 
lar plays.’”” Subsequently, to make 
New Mexican “politics” of the affair, 
Liewellyn became most active in man- 
ufacturing evidence against Lee and 
spreading fantastic reports of his own 
astonishing discoveries in the case. 

While it seemed hardly probable 
that Fountain and his son could have 
disappeared so completely unless they 
had been murdered, there were many 
who contended that the voluntary de- 
parture theory was the more plausible. 

Yesterday there arrived from Mex- 
ico W. T. Alston, who resided at Lin- 
coln, N. M., prior to 1888, and has since 
that time been to Alaska and many 
other remote places in quest of gold. 
He was well acquainted with Foun- 
tain, and believed that» Fountain was 
not murdered, but simply left the 
of volition, and that 

e lawyer an S son would o 
be heard from. ee 

Alston's story Is as follows: “Last 
Friday I was at Casas Grandes, a 
small postoffice in Mexico, to get my 
mail. The letters and papers were ail 
piled together, and Americans went in 
and picked out their mail. In going 
through the pile T noticed a lefter and 
a paper addressed to A. J. Fountain. 
The name was familiar to me, and I 
immediately inquired to know where I 
could find Fountain. The postmaster 
told me that he did not know Foun- 
tain, but that a Mexican boy was in 
the habit of coming to the postoffice 
for the letters addressed to him.” 

The colonel’s eldest son, whose name 
is A. J. Fountain, 1s at present Pro- 
bate Judge of Dona Ana county, N. M. 

Should Alston’s story prove to be 
true. and Col. Fountain be found alive, 
some Dora Ana county politicians, 
peace officers and bombastic horse 
leaders will have a merry time ex- 
plaining their strenuous efforts to ar- 
rest and assassinate people for a mur- 
der that never was committed, and 
“politics” in New Mexico will get an- 
other airing. The Fountain case has 
been the only “issue in Dona Ana 
for thrée years, and has been the 
prolific ‘cause of disorder, gun fights 
and perversion of the machinery of 
justice. It has engendered a feud 
that will not end until the mystery 
shall have been cleared up.

Frost Protection. 

[Riverside Press:] E. L. Koethen 
here gives the result of a comprehen- 
sive investigation made on behalf of 
the Riverside Horticultural Club. 

The draft on our cold nights is 
from the northeast, east and southeast 
settling down to a steady east wind 
usually before daylight. This will 
probably vary in different localities— 
from the mountains in the east. Con- 
centrate the fires somewhat on these 
sides of the orchard. 


Some fires are 
needed all through the orchard. If 


‘the thermometer should reach 26 deg. 
by midnight. start firing at once. If 
smudging is to be depended upon, you 
should commence much earlier. ; 

To be safe. commence lighting bhas- 
kets, if the thermometer should reach 
26 dez. as late as 4:30 p.m. 

Ripe fruit will stand more fvost than 
green fruit. The above figures are for 
ripe fruit. 

The thermometer may°go many de- 
grees below the dew point in our 
climate on nights when the sun sets 
behind heavy clouds. 


A mild day may be followed by a 
night of danger to citrus fruits. 
The upper stratum of air is much 


warmer than the lower. Eight de- 
zrees was found to be the variation 
between a height of from five to fifty 
feet upon different tests. 

Thermometers should be tested each 
vear. and the variation noted and ac- 
counted for at each reading. 

A good way to secure uniform 
servations and the ext.eme tempera- 
ture to which fruit is exposed is to 
fasten the thermometer to a slender 
stick five feet long, and place in the 
space between four trees, away from 
buildings or other shelter.

Every grove has some spot that is 
colder than any other. Find it and 
be governed in your firing by the 
temperature there, keeping your eye 


on other locations, for 
place may shift around. 
The thermometer that registers tvo 
high mav be very comforting, but it 
is not a safe guide unless allowance is 
made for correction. 

A thermometer that registers 
low may cost unnecessary labor, 
pense or anxiety.

No grower should depend 
neighbor for heat or snudge. 
gap is an injury to the whole. Be- 
sides your neighbor may not _ locate 
their fires so as to do you much good. 

Coal baskets can be made for about 
5% cents each. The filling will-cost 
about 7 cents, and you should have 
from twenty to fifty per acre, accord- 
ing to location and size of grove.

PRELIMINARY HEARING IN PARK 
PURCHASE INJUNCTION CASE, 


The Kohn Pros.’ Insolvency Matter 
Again in the Courts—One More 
Suit Arising from the Anna 
Spencer Litigation, 


Chief of Fire Department Walter, Ss. 
Moore, Assistant Chief Ed Smith and 
City Electrician Ira J. Francis were 
unanimously reélected yesterday by the 
new Board of Fire Commissions. The 
elections were for two years, or during 
the pleasure of the commission. 

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
have decided that they will follow 
Strictly. business methods in the’ ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the fire 
department. To that end an Auditing 
Committee has been appointed, whose 
duty it will be to.audit all the «bills, 
but before bills are contracted .this 
committee will scrutinize requisitions 
before purchases are made. 

The Council is to be asked to place 
the matter of the general plans for ‘the 
construction of the new engine-houses 
in the hands of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners. That body, with the Chief, 
will confer with the Building Superin- 
tendent, and plans will be prepared 
which will give the city model engine- 
houses, which will permit of large’ in- 
ereases in the size of the department in 
future. 


A large quantity of refuse oil was 
washed from the oil district down Fig- 
ueroa street by the rains of the past 
two days, and it now covers “that 
street in patches throughout almost the 
entire length of the street.  & 

The complicated Kohn insolvency 
matter is again in court, and the in- 
teresting question to be decided is 
whether the third brother, Herman 
Kohn, was a member of the copartnér- 
ship in the grocery business. In‘ the 
first insolvency proceeding it was de- 
termined that he was; later, it was 
shown that he was not, but meantime 
$866 of his: money was in the handsiof 
the assignee, and it was far more difti- 
cult to get it out of his hands than it 
had been to get it into them. <As-a 
matter of fact, it still rests there, and 
for that reason the present suit has.an 
interest apart from the mere recovery 
of certain moneys. = 

“Col.” L. Tupper had his case. dis- 
missed in the Township Court yester- 
day, on motion of the District Attorney. 
It developed that in the arrest of Tup- 
per as a fugitive from justice the law 
officers had exceeded the wishes of. the 
District Attorney of Maricopa county, 
Ariz., for the authorities down there 
have no overwhelming desire to ‘see 
Tupper again. Why the District At- 
torney’s office of this county thought 
that they did, or wished that they did, 
is an open question. ; 

Teresa Kerr entered her plea of-not 
guilty to the charge of murdering 
George B. King yesterday, and: Judge 
Smith set her trial for February: 6. 
The defendant’s attorneys desired. a 
speedy trial, and as the District Attor- 
ney desired the same thing, there is-a 
probability of the case being deter-

THE FIRE COMMISSIONERS,

Chief Moore, Assistant Chief Smith 
and City Electrician Francis 
Unanimously Re-elected — Plans 
for the New Engine @Houses. 
Flood of Crude Oil, 


Zealous as were the members of the 
old Board of Fire Commissioners’ to 
make their administration a model one 
and to do all that they could for the 
improvement of the fire department, 
the new board, appointed by a Re- 
publican administration, proposed to go 
them one better. Although the new 
commission has held but two meetings 
the members have decided upon an 
improvement in the manner in which 
the business of the department is con- 
ducted. which promises _to the 
city manv hundreds of dollars. The 
success of the plan that they have pro- 
posed to establish will lead to its 
adoption in all other departments where 
it can be used. The purpose of the 
improvement is to enable the commis- 
sion to keep a perfect check on all the 
purchases in the department and to 
know at all times just what is being 
done with the funds appropriated for 
fire department uses. Heretofore the 
financial business of the. -department 
has been transacted’ with little sys- 
tem. To be sure, the books have been 
kept regulary, and there has been no 
fault to find with them, but the com- 
mission knew little of the finances of 
the department, for which they are re- 
sponsible to the City Council, and it is 
this knowledge that the new commis- 
sion proposed to acquire. 

All the members of the new board 
were present at the regular session yes- 
terday morning. Before the open meet- 
ing the members met.in the .private of- 
fice of Mayor Eaton and discussed fire 
department matters. Just what the 
trend of that discussion was did not 
develop in the open meeting, which fol- 
lowed,’ but as yesterday was the day 
for the election of the officers: of the 
departm Ss. it was understood that 
the commissioners would talk over the 
matter of the election before they 
opened their regular session. Chief 
Moore. Assistant Chief Smith and 
City Electrician Francis were called be- 
fore the board at this informal meeting 
and each was formally introduced to 
the new members. 

When the members .repaired to the 
larger room and began the’ regular 
weekly meeting, Commissionet Sinsa- 
baugh took up the manner in which 
the purchases for the fire department 
were made. He said that there should 
be some svstematic method of making 
the purchases. and not leave them to 
be made by any persons, the requisi- 
tions to be filed after’ the purchases 
had been made.,;’He thought the com- 
*mnission should tonduct the business of 
the department as any business man 
would’ conduct his private .business, 
‘and to that end he suggested the meces- 
sitv for a committee of the commission 
to serutinize all requisitions beforé the 
actual’ purchases ‘were made. He 
therefore moved that in future it be a 
rule of the commission that all requisi- 
tions be filed with the ‘board at least 
one week before the actual purchase, 
or one week before final action was 
taken upon them, and that they be re- 
ferred to a committee ‘to be designated 
the Auditing Committee, whose duty it 
would be to look over the demands and 
pass upon them before they were acted

‘upon by the entire commission. He also 
included in his motion that this same 
committee should audit all demands be- 
‘fore they were presented before’ the 
Citv Council. The motion was adopted, 
and Mavor Eaton appointed Commis- 
sioners Sinsabaugh and Ashman as the 
Auditing Committee. 

The board thought there should also 
be a purchasing committee, and Com- 
missioners Herron and ‘CKuhrts were 
named as members of that committee. 
‘The Westside Water Company pre- 
sented a bill for $350 for supplying wa- 
ter as fire protection in the extreme 
western portion of the city. The bill 
was referred to the City Council, as 
the amount was larger than the com- 
mission is authorized to pay without 
such reference. 

ALL RE-ELECTED. 

The board then entered into the elec- 
tion of the chief officers of the depart- 
ment. Commissioner Kuhrts, in a neat 
speech placed the name of Walter S. 
Moore in nomination for the position 
of Chief of the fire department, paying 
a high compliment to the ability of the 
Chief as a fire-fighter, and as an exec- 
utive officer of such an important de- 
partment. He said that under the 
Chief's administration the fire depart- 
ment had been improved until now it 
was a credit to the city, and compared 
favorable with the fire department of 
any city in the country. There were 
nd,.other nominations, and the board 
‘unanimously reélected Chief Moore for 
two years. 

Commissioner Ashman nominated 
Assistant Chief Ed Smith for reé@lec- 
tion. He said of him that he was a 
fireman, and.a man in whom the peo- 
ple of the city had every confidence; 
that he invariably discharged his du- 
ties fearlessly and well, leaving noth- 
ing undone which would add to the 
efficiency of the department. He had 
proved a most valuable man to the 
city, and if there were no other con- 
sideration, he deserved re@élection on his 
record alone. The vote for Assistant 
Chief Smith was also’ unanimous. 

The nomination of City Electrician 
Ira J. Francis was made by Commis- 
sioner Sinsabaugh. In making it the 
commissioner paid Mr. Francis a high 
compliment, saying: that he is one of 
the best electricians in this part of the 
country. His election was also unani- 
mous. 

Commissioner Herron brought up the 
matter of the necessity of immediately 
proceeding with the construction of 
the several new engine-houses, which 
are soon to be built by the city. He 
moved that the Council be asked to 
give the commission authority to 
proceed with thé work of preparing the 
plans for the new houses. Mr. Ash- 
man informed the board that the Coun- 
cil had already purchased a number of 
sites for engine-houses, and that the 
deals had been completed. There were 
others which would have to be pur- 
chased, he said, but that did not pre- 
vent work on the city’s property which 
had greg been purchased. He fa- 
vored Mr. Herron’s motion. 

Mayor Eaton thought that the work 
of erecting the houses would come di- 
rectly within the province of the City 
Council. He saw no'‘possible objection 
on part of the Council to the Board of 
Fire Commissioners having the plans 
prepared, for the board is supposed to 
know what kind of construction is nec- 
essary, and what conveniences are de- 
sired, more than the Council. He, too, 
favored the application to the Council 
fer permission to handle the general 
plans for the new -houses. ‘These 
plans will be prepared by Building Su- 
perintendent Hudson,” said the Mayor. 
“I know enough of that official’s ability 
to know that the plans will be excel- 
lent ones, but it will be necessary for 
him to consult with members of this 
commission and the Chief as to the 
general arrangement of the new 
houses.”’ 

-The Chief called attention to the con- 
veniences of the quarters of the No. 8 
engine company, on Hill street. near 
Fourth. This house, he @e¢lared, was 
a model engine-house, and had been 
pronounced so by several visiting of- 
ficers of other fire departments. The 
new houses are to be constructed with 
particular attention to sanitation and 
completeness, and.with a view to pos- 
sible increases in the size of the de- 
partment in after years. The motion 
of Mr. Herron was adopted, and the 
matter will go to the Council at its 
next meeting.

Miss Bertha Kohn Comes In as an 
Intervenor and Wants Mortgage 
Returned to Her—Being ‘Tried 
Before a Jury. 


‘A suit that is bristling with intrica- 
Ciés' came to trial yesterday before 
Judge Allen and a jury. The suit of 
B. H. Denis against Ferdinand Kohn, 
Theo E. Konn and Herman Kohn is 
simple enough on its face, and is 
inérély to recover $1073.26 on certain 
ASsigned claims for merchandise sold 
by M. A. Newmark, Newmark Bros., 
and Bishop & ‘Co. 

Bertha Kohn, the sister of defendants, 
he céme in-as an intervenor, and in 


r. complaint sets. forth certain of 
he facts which give interest to the 
suit..and most of which have in whole 
br-in part been developed in previous 
suits. already’ decided. In February, 
i897, the plaintiff's assignors and oth- 
érs made Kohn Bros., grocerymen at 
Ninth and Tennessee street, insolvent, 
In April judgment of insolvency was 
entered, and Gregory Perkins, Jr., was 
appointed assignee. He began an ac- 
tion to foreclose -a mortgage for $800 
held by Herman:Kohn against Charles 
E. and, Millie, Rogers, and in Octo- 
ber, judgment was entered foreclosing 
the mortgage for $866.86, and the note 
hnd mortgage were then delivered to 
Gregory Perkins, Jr. On February 14, 
1898, the amount of the judgment and 
interest was paid, and thereupon Per- 
kins receipted, and the documents were 
cancelled. Three days later the judg- 
ment of insolvency as against Herman 

ohn was set aside, it having been 
bhown that he Had not been a partner 
in.the firm; and. in July he: was de- 
tlared to be solvent. When the judg- 
ment was set aside aS against Her- 
man Kohn a claim was made upon 
Gregory Perkins, Jr., for the amount of 
the mortgage foreclosed’ Sy him while 
laboring under the mistake that Her- 
man Kohn was included in the part- 
ership, and like his brothers, was 
nsolvent. While the matter was pend- 
ing. and before Herman Kohn could 
ake legal action, the assignors in the 
resent suit assigned-certain of their 
claims to the present plaintiff, who 
Is an employé of the Board of Trade, 
nd of which organization Gregory Per- 
fine Jr.. is secretary.and heat once 
rought the present suit and attached 

the mortgage money lying in the hands 
of Perkins. 
' Herman Kohn’'s attorneys tock pro- 
ceedings, in which they attempted to 
show that in attaching the money Per- 
kins had virtually shown contempt of 
court, it having been decided that 
their client had not been a member of 
the partnership, and consequently was 
entitled to the return of the mortgage 
money. The courts ruled adversely, 
however, and now in the case at bar 
interest centers in the euestion whether 
or. not it can be shown that the third 
brother really had an interest in the 
grocery business or not. 


A SPEEDY TRIAL.

Suit of Weisendanger Heard on the 
Demurrer. 

The suit of Theodore Weisendanger 
against the City Council to enjoin them 
from proceeding with the purchase of 
land from Herman Boettcher for a pub- 
lic park. came up for hearing before 
Judge Trask yesterday, on the  de- 
murrer filed by City Attorney Haas. 
and the motion to dissolve the injunc- 
tion.

THE SPENCER CASE. 
Mare Suit Added 
lection. 

The complications of the Spencer case 
appear as if they would never end. 
Yet another suit was filed yesterday. 
This time it is Isabel Spencer against 
Charles J. Shepherd, C. R. Bishop, 
Anna P. Spencer et al. 

It is alleged that on April 2, 1888, 

the late Ambrose Spencer made a deed 
conveying to Anna P. Spencer certain 
property at the corner of Eighth and 
Spring streets, in consideration of love 
and affw:tion. It is averred that there 
was no consideration paid by or re- 
ceived from Mrs. Spencer, and that 
the deed was obtained by undue influ- 
efice. At that time, it is set forth, Am- 
brose Spencer was an old man 70 years 
of age, and feeble in mind and body. 
On the other hand, his wife was a 
strong woman with a vigorous mind 
and powerful frame, and exercised a!)- 
solute control over her ‘husband. It 
is alleged that she compelled him two 
do her bidding, and had, therefore, 
compelled him to transfer to her prop- 
erty valued at $100,000. 
-In June, 1895, Ambrose Spencer died, 
and in September of the same year 
Mrs. Snencer mortgaged the property 
to the Main-street Savings Bank. Later 
it Was conveyed to Orange FE. Dickey, 
and he, in turn, conveyed it to C. J. 
Shepherd. Ultimately the bank fore- 
closed the mortgage, and at the sale 
J. Rolph purchased the property and 
received the certificate of sale, which 
he assigned to C. R. Bishop. 

The nresent plaintiff asks the court 
to find that the original deed of con- 
veyance was obtained without consid- 
eration and by undue influence, and 
that it’ be set aside and declared null 
and void. Plaintiff also asks that it 
be determined that Bishop and Shep- 
herd acquired by their conveyances 
only the interest of Mrs. Anna Spen- 
cer, as heir-at-law of Ambrose Spen- 
cer, or one-third of the value of the 
property.

BEE-KEEPERS’ CONVENTION. 


Instructive Papers on Several Ime 
portant Subjects Read. ° 

The ninth convention of the bee- 

keepers of the State met at the assem4 

bly room of the Chamber of Commerce 


yesterday afternoon and listened to a 
number of papers and discussions. An 
adjournment was taken for supper, 
after which another session was held. 


(". H. Clayton presided over the meet- 
ing, and made a brief address on as- 
suming the chair, in which he outlined 
the problems presented to the apiarists 
of the State. 

From the discussions of the day it 
was evident that the delegates present 
had been considerably discouraged by 
the drought, but had had their hopes 


raised by the storm. 
R. Wilkin spoke on the subject of 
“Coéperation of Bee-keepers,” and 


there was considerable discussion, the 
opinion being that the industry had 
benefited greatly by the union of the 
producers in the past, ad woukl do 
even better in the future. 

J. H. Martin read a paper on the 
“Honey Resources of the North Pa- 
cific Slope,”” while a paper written by 

’. A. Pryal of Oakland and read by 
J. F. MelIntyre, the secretary, on “Our 
Gigantic Honey Producer, the Fuca- 
lyptus,’’ brought out a number of val- 
uable points and led to an interest- 
ing discussion. Mr. Prval thought the 
Eucalyptus Globulus, the best variety 


of the tree, while the consensus of 
Opinion of the apiarists present ap- 
peared to be that better results were 
obtained in Southern California from 


the Eucalyptus Robusta, which blooms 
from November to March and begins 
blooming at an early - Honey from 
the eucalypti was not considered of 
high grade, but the presence of eu- 
calyptus trees was considered valuable 
to enable the bees to procure ¢heir 
own feed at a season of drought and 


ro 


scanty feed. Mixing the eucalyptus 
honey with that obtained from sage 
and orange bloom was said to nep- 


tralize the strong honey flavor which 
made the prodcct highly prized in the 
markets. 

G. S. Stubblefield read a paper on 
“Production of Honey.” and Georges W. 
Brodbeck read a paper on “The Bee- 
keeper of the Future.’ In the latter 
paper a prediction was made that the 
apiarist would. become more and more 
a scientist in’the pursuit of his work. 

C. H. Clayton advocated the passage 
of a foul brood law in this State, 
while M. H. Mendelson read a paper 
on to Feed Bees.” 

George W. Brodbeck. in speaking of 
the condition in this neighborhood, said 


that this city forbade the keeping of 
wees within the city limits, while 
the planting of eucalyptus trees was 


gOing on steadily. and as a result the 
bees were flocking to the city and tak- 
ing possession of every hiding place 
they could find in the houses, and.it 
is estimated that there are now a thoue 
sand swarms hidden away in the houses 
of the city. He thought that a re- 
peal Of the law would not increase the 
number 


of bees in the city, as there 
will be as many here anyway as ean 
find nutriment from the trees. 
The Bee-keepers’ Exchange, which 
Was to have met yesterday was un- 
able to get a quorum on account of 
the storm.

THE FIRST JOINT BALLOT! 

Both houses of the California Leg- 
islature met yesterday in joint con- 
vention and voted for candidates for 
United States Senator. The result was 
not materially different from that of 
Tuesday, when the two houses voted 
separately. The two leading candi- 
dates, Grant and Burns, received, each, 
one vote more than they received on 
the preceding day. These two votes 
were gained from the list of “scat- 
tering,’ the more prominent candi- 
dates receiving the same number of 
votes as were given them on the first 
ballot.

THE OPEN DOOR. 
The city authorities are in travail 


over the ordinances supposed—by 
some remarkable stretch of credulity— 
to regulate the selling of liquor, and 
there is much bobbery about “open 
front doors,” and “open back doors.” 
The law does not compel the saloun- 
keeper to close any of his doors at 
any time, but it does say that he 
shall not sell or serve liquor at cer- 
tain times. He closes his front door— 
to prevent the police from seeing too 
easily his violation of law—and sells 
liquor all the time. A few dealers 
make a pretense of running restau- 
rants, and violate the law through the 
flinisy evasion of serving petrified 
crackers and embalmed sausage with 
drinks, while others make no pre- 
tenses at all and run “wide-open” 
from one end of the year to the other. 

it may be conceded that the license 
ordinance is inadequate and needs 
much amending, but it does not fol- 


| low that the only cure for the back- 


door infamy is the wide-open front 
door. It is proper that the sale of 
liquor be suspended on Sunday. and 
during certain hours of the night. The 
people of Los Angeles have so ordered 
by their votes, and it is the business 
of the Police Commission and _ po- 
licemen to see that the command of 
the people, as formulated in law, shall 
be neither violated nor evaded. If 
the present ordinance is insufficient, 
it may be so amended as to close all 
the doors, front, side and back, and 
make forfeiture of license the penalty 
for violation or evasion. 

It is absolutely not true that the po- 
lice “enforce the law to the best of 
their ability.” They do not .enforce 
it, and it is notorious that the late 
Police Commission instructed them 
and ordered them not to enforce it 
against certain saloons. Moreover, it 
is true that policemen in uniform 
habitually go into saloons at 2 o'clock 
in the morning and buy drinks over 
the bar, not for the purpose of secur- 
ing evidence, but to assuage their 
thirst. 

' The first step toward reform of the 
conditions under which liquor is sold 
should be taken by the. Police Com- 
mission. 
cording to law. The doors are open 
wide enough already. 

THE PUBLIC 8CHOOLS. 

There is much food for thought in 
the address of President C. C. Davis, 
delivered at the first regular meeting 
of the new City Board of Educati6n 
on Monday, a report of which address 
was published in Tuer Times the fol- 
lowing day. Mr. Davis properly je- 
minded the members of the board 
that the existence of the present 
board “is the embodied protest of an 
outraged and indignant people against 
methods of school management fatal 
like to good morals, good = govern- 
ment and good citizenship.” 

In’ regard to accommodations (or 
the school children, Mr. Davis shows 
that there are today seventeen half- 
day schools, which are a great in- 
teachers 
alike. In order to provide more ac- 
commedations, it will be necessary to 
make a bond issue. 

Two important points upon which 
Mr. Davis insists very strongly are 
in regard to the great importance of 
physical and mental culture, both to 
boys and girls. It is an undoubted 
fact that, although great advances 
have been made in this direction dur- 
ing the past few years, still we ure 
very far from having reached an ideal. 
We are still a Jong way behind the 
Greeks of 2000 years ago, whose aim 
in education was to secure a sound 
mind in a sound body. Our present 
sloppy system of education results 
too often in turning out half-baked 


youths, who have to struggle for ex- | 


istence in a community that is 
ready overcrowded with young peo- 
ple who have been ‘taught to read, 
write and cipher indifferently well, 
but, can do little else, while a large 
percentage of the girls who leave 
school have not yet learned enough to 
be conscious how little they know. In 
the opinion of many persons, ifa 
foundation of good, plain housekeep- 
ing could be taught in our schools, ihe 
list of divorces would not be so long 
as it now is. For the boys, an effort 
should be made to extend the sloyd 
system until it is taught in all the 
principal schools of the city. 
‘There is one point which the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education should 
bear in mind. In order to accomplish 
any practical good in the line of re- 
form, it will be necessary for the mem- 
bers to agree upon some definite plan 
of action and then to follow it out.

tions may be, little of actual value is 
likely to be accomplished. In carry- 
ing out such sensible reforms as those 
outlined by President Davis, the bourd 
may be sure of the hearty sympathy 


and support of a vast majority of our 
citizens. 


ANNEXATION AND SUFFRAGE. 

One of the objections made against 
the annexation of new territories by 
the United States is that it would 
give the suffrage to millions of people 
who are not -yet sufficiently civilized 
to appreciate the privileges enjoyed 
by citizens of a free country. In the 
Forum, for December, Prof. J. B. Me- 
Master of the University of Pennsy}- 
vania deals with the question nas to 
how the acquisition of new terri- 
tories, inhabited largely by semi- 
civilized races, will harmonize with 
the principle of universal sugrage. 
Mr. McMaster argues, first, that uni- 
versal suffrage is an ideal; second. 
that in Territorial domaing acquired 
in the past, Congress has extended 
suffrage as it saw fit; and, third, that 
a practical goverment always regu- 
lates suffrage on the principle of ex- 
pediency. The concluding portion of 
Prof. McMaster's artiele, as follows, is 
worth quoting, furnishing, as it does, 
i conclusive answer to those whose 
anxiety leads them to believe that 
the extension of the territory of the 
United States must necessarily re- 


sult in the demoralization of our Re- 
publican institutions: 


“A review of the history of suffrage 
in the Territories thus makes it clear 


is the property of and not part of the 
United States; that the ‘Territortes 
formed from it are without, and not 
under, the Constitution; and that in 
providing them with governments 
Congress is at liberty to establish 
just such kind as it pleases, with lit- 
tle or no regard for the principles of 
self-government; that in the past it 
has set up whatever sort was, in its 
opinion, best suited to meet the needs 
of the people, never stopping to ask 
how far the government so created 
derived its just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed; and that it is 
under no obligation to grant even a 
restricted suffrage to the inhabitants 
of any new soil we may acquire, unless 
they are fit to use it properly. Con- 
gress is indeed morally bound to give 
the very best government that  cir- 
cumstances will permit; but it is also 
morally bound not to be carried away 
by theories of human rights’ which 
even the States emselves ignore. 
We have such’ thing as_ unre- 
stricted universal suffrage. In ~ the 
States east of the Mississippi no 
woman may cast a ballot for a Govy- 
ernor, for a Congressman, or for 
Presidential electors. - Yet in each 
one of them are numbers of women 
who own property, and pay taxes 
amounting sometimes to thousands of 
dollars a year. What government 
derives its just powers from their con- 
sent? Are they not taxed without 
representation? Do they not obey 
laws, in the making of which they 
have no voice? All this is utterly in- 
consistent with the broad doctrines 
on which our republican form of gov- 
ernment is founded. The truth is, the 
suffrage never has been and is not to- 
day regulated on any other principle 
than expediency. Nor is this to be 
regretted. No government is worth a 
rush unless it is practical; and to be 
practical it must not be in advance 
of the intelligence and capacity for 
self-government possessed by the peo- 
ple for whose welfare it has been 
created. This*has been the character- 
istic of every government yet set up 
in State or Territory, and is greatly 
to our credit; and this is the course 
we must pursue in the treatment of 
any people, whatever their stage of 
civilization, who may come to us with 
new acquisitions of territory.” 


LOCAL OPTION. 

The Board of Trustees of the cfty 
of Pomona recently adopted, by 
unanimous vote, a preamble and reso- 
lutions requesting our representatives 
in the State Legislature ‘to advocate 
and vote for the passage of an act 
authorizing the submission of the 
question of license or prohibition of 
the sale of intoxicating liquors to a 
direct vote of the people’ of munici- 
palities of the fifth or. sixth class, 
upon petition of one-third or more of 
the qualified electors of such munici- 
pality. The resolutions were coupled 
with the text of a bill which it is de- 
sired by the Trustees of #omona to 
have enacted into law. The first sec- 
tion of the proposed bill is as follows: 

“Section 1. Whenever a petition 
signed by not less than one-third of 
the qualified electors of any munici- 
pal corporation of the fifth or sixth 
class, as shown by the vote cast at 
the last municipal election held 
therein, is presented to the Board of 
‘Trustees, or other legislative body of 
such corporation, thirty days or more 
prior to any general municipal elec- 
tion to be held therein, praying for 
the submission of a proposition for 
the license or prohibition of the ¢rale 
of intoxicating liquors, to a vote of 
the electors, said Board of Trustees, 
or other legislative body, shall submit 
such proposition to the electors of 
such corporation at the next ensuing 
general municipal election to be held 
therein, and shall cause such proposi- 
tion to be printed on the regular bal- 
lots used at such election.” 

The bill further provides that the 
Board of Trustees or other govern- 
ing body of the municipality thus vot- 
. ing, shall be governed by the popu- 
lar decision as reflected in the ballot. 
if the decision be in favor-O6f licénse, 
provision shall be made for the license 
and sale of intoxicating liquors, under 
suitable restrictions. If the popular 
decision be in favor of prohibition, 
the sale of intoxicating liquors 
be absolutely prohibited. 

Theoretically, local option is a just 
and sensible solution of the liquor 
problem. Practically, it has not been 
a conspicuous success in municipa)- 
ities and counties of States where it 
has been tried. Whether it could be 
made a success in California is 
-problematical.

Little diffi- 
culty should be experienced by rep- 
resentatives of the two houses in 
“getting together” in conference. As 
Senator White states the case, “this 
session ought not to pass without some 
Congressional action upén this most 
important subject.” 


Burns is quoted as saying on Mon- 
day, to a reporter for one of the San 
Francisco papers, that his fight for the 
Senatorship was virtually won, and 
that it was only a question of when a 
ballot would be cast in his favor in 
the Legislature.

M. Burns,

Not a Conatitutional Question. 

J. S. T.. Los Angeles: Two preg- 
nant auestions growing out of the late 
war with Spain are now before the gov- 
ernment and people of this country for 
solution. The first is the right. of the 
government to acquire territory by con- 
aquest, cession or purchase. It must be 
confessed at the threshold that the 
Constitution dces not confer upon the 
President or Congress the right to ac- 
quire foreign territory in either mode. 
On that question that instrument is 
wholly silent. If the government has 
such right it is important to know 
whence it is derived. There are some 
of our prominent public men in high 
official station and some of no place in 
our national counsel, but able and 
well known. who insist that we have 
no wight to acquire territory by any 
process or in any form whatsoever. In 
my judgment there is nothing clearer 
than that right does belong to this and 
to all sovereign powers. The Constitu- 
tion Was made by the States or the peo- 
ple of the States, and it was made for 
the States. and does not operate extra 
territovially. In what is known as in- 
ternational law—a law recognized and 
observed by all civilized sovereignties, 
it is a fundamental doctrine that the 
Constitution and laws of a State or na- 
tion, constitute its internal sovereignty 
and apply only to its domestic affairs. 
There is another sovereignty residing, 
per foece of its sovereignty, in every 
civilized government, and that is its 
external sovereignty. That external 
sovereignty is regulated, controlled and 
defined by international law, and by ¥ 
we carry on intercourse with other 
powers, make treaties, declare war and 
conduct our operations in peace and in 
war, not in virtue of the Constitution, 
but in the exercise of that broader 
sovereignty already named. It may be 
added that such broader power is not 
in any way limited, except so far as 
the Constitution goes in regulating the 
mode of its exercise. 

When Jefferson purchased Louisiana 
he could find no authority for it in the 
Constitution. and therefore doubted 
the existence of the power. If he had 
taken a broader view of the question 
his scruples would have vanished. No 
such doubt existed when we acquired 
Texas. New Mexico, Arizona and Cali- 
fornia. The question ought to be set- 
tled by this time on principle and by 
precedents. 

The next question is as to the power 
of the government to regulate and gov- 
ern acquired territory. The Constitu- 
tion expressly endows Congress with 
the power to make all needful rules 
and regulations for the government of 
the Territories and other property of 
the United States. That power is not 
limited or in any way restrained. It 
is autocratic. and Congress can make 
such laws for their government as in 
the judgment of that body may be 
needful. No provision of the Federal 
Constitution limits or cestrains the 
exercise of that power, because the 
Constitution was framed to apply only 
to promote the welfare and happiness 
of the people of the States, and no- 
where attempts to define the relations 
sustained by the people of a Territory 
to the Federal power. 

Judge Edmunds, a statesman of na- 
tional reputation and a man of great 
ability. in a letter recently published, if 
correctly reported, says (speaking of 
the Filipinos:) “All of them who were 


psubiects of Spain, will become citizens 


of the United States by the mere act 
of cession, and as such.they will have 
all the rights that belong to other citi- 
zens in the Territories.’’ That ‘“Con- 
gress cannot lawfully prevent the mi- 
gration of any citizen residing in the 
Philippines to our States, any more 
than it can, lawfully prevent the mi- 
gration of the citizens of the States to 
the Philippines.” If Judge Edmunds’s 
promises were correct his conclusions 
would logically follow; but his promises 
are wholly wrong. The Filipinos do 
not become’ citizens of the United 
States by virtue of the cession to us 
of those islands, nor by virtue of any 
other authority, rule or power. They 
will not and cannot become citizens un- 
til they are endowed with citizenship by 
Congress. They are simply vassals, 
and their rights must be defined by 
Congress in pursuance of the consti- 
tutional power to make all needed rules 
and regulations, under and by virtue 
of which their rights can only be de- 
fined. It is clearly within the power of 
Congress to legislate for them as an 
isolated people; to enact and. enforce 
tariff laws wholly’ inconsistent with 
those of the United States, and, if so, 
Congress has clearly the further right 
to prohibit or regulate the terms and 
conditions upon which they may mi- 
grate to the United States, aseffectually 
as Congress can enact laws excluding 
Chinamen from emigrating here. 

Briefly stated, there is no constitu- 
tional question involved; they do not 
become citizens until Congress makes 
them such: they are not entitled to 
free egress and ingress to this country, 
and may be wholly excluded; It is sim- 
piy a question of policy, and not of 
constitutional power or right. 

Much more might be said on this 
subject, but I think I will be fully un- 
derstood from what I have said. 


Needed Reforms, 
H. H. G., Los Angeles: In a recent 
issue of The Times, under the heading 
“The Crime of the Nineteenth Cen- 


tury,”’ thefoillowing cancerning ‘‘di- 
vorece”’’ occurs: “This is one of the 
awful crimes of this generation—a 


crime against high heaven—against all 
that is sacred in human relations; 
against moral .purity and the sanctity 
of the home. Break away from the 
binding sense of the marriage covenant 
and you strike a blow at the very 
foundations of society, at the best and 
the highest element that is to be found 
in our social polity, and lay the ax at 
the very roots of social order and pur- 
ity.” This is a sentiment that finds 
echo in the bosom of nine-tenths of 
the people in America. It is computed 
that at least 90 per cent. of the people 
of the United States, Catholic and 
Protestant, Jew and Gentile, are in 
favor of Christian marriage between 
one man and one woman, and a like 
number accept the scriptural idea of 
divorce for one cause. If this be true 
it follows that one-tenth of the people, 
anarchists, socialists, atheists, skeptics, 
conscienceless people and freebooters 
generally have run us into this great- 
est crime of the nineteenth century, 
till we have in the States and Terri- 
tories of this country forty-six differ- 
ent sets of divorce laws and for more 
than thirty different reasons. South 


divorce law-—will not divorce for any 
cause; New York the only State that 
divorces only for the Bible reasun. All 
the other States have from six to fif- 
teen reasons. And the worst feature 
is that it is alarmingly on the increase. 
Carroll D. Wright, the Commissioner 
of Labor, in his most valuable book 
of statistics, states that between the 
years. 1867 and 1886, twenty years, there 
were granted in this country 328,716 
divorces, and that the proportion now 
is about 25,000 a year. Isn’t that sim- 
ply appalling? That so many families 
are wrecked yearly, with thousands of 
children thrown into the great tide of 
lawlessness, poverty and vagrancy. 
One has estimated that in twenty 
years of such moral havoc there are 
children enough unparented to consti- 
tute in number the army of Grant and 
r Lee put together. And whence this 
vil? It is in the law. Our legislators

causes, the aggravation of 
wrongs, to ‘cut loose from the divine 
and adopt the human policy. And at 
this point as well as every other where 
they .have made the same fatal blun- 
der, they have introduced wrong and 
suffering and crime and misery into 
the social being. 
The Times further says to good pur- 
pose: “That our diverce laws should 
be so regulated that this prevalent 
evil of the century should be made im- 
possible of repetition without receiv- 
ing from the law its merited punish- 
ment. In no other way can the sance 
tity of the home be maintained or the 
purity of society be established. 
Here come the right and duty of every 
pure-minded man and woman of the 
country to speak out, to demand that

this iniquity be stopped; for every 
newspaper on the side of purity and 
virtue to speak fearlessly; and for 


every pulpit and every platform to give 
forth no uncertain sound on such a 
question. There is a movement going 
on in the legislatures of the country 
at this time to appoint commissioners 
to consider this question—perhaps half 
of the States have already appointed— 
and when the remainder shall have 
done so the commissioners are to 
call a meeting and discuss the matter 
of a uniform divorce law in this land. 
The Christian people of every State 
should see to it- that their Legislature 
fills up its quota of commissioners 
without delay. 

Granting all that can be said about 
the evils of divorce and the need of 
suitable laws to protect the marriage 
relation and prevent unholy divorce, 
does not the Christian Sabbath need 
similar laws for its protection? Isn't 
it eliminating from our civilization? 
Can we exist and be a nation without 
it? Then let us seek the lawe for its 
preservation. Again, can we long sur- 
vive as a nation with an authorized 
system of liquor traffic that is killing 
off at the lowest estimate 100,000 of 
our inhabitants every year between 
the two Januaries? Do we not need 
law here again to defend society? So 
in education; so in everything whereby 
the moral uplifting of our citizenship 
can be secured. 

Precisely along the line of the above 
thought, and for the discussion of just 
such questions, and especially the re- 
lation of such questions to the State, 
and the State’s duty and responsibility 
in the matter, a convention has been 
called to meet in the Y¥.M.C.A. Hall of 
this city, January 19, at 7:30 p.m., and 
holding over the next day, afternoon 
and evening. The topics to -be dis- 
cussed by able speakers are ‘“‘The Es- 
sential Elements of Christian Citizen- 


ship,”” “Christian as Against Secular 
Government.” “Divorce,” Liquor 
Traffic.” “The Christian Sabbath.” 


And what impression are we to make 
on the millions .that have come to us 
by the war? Let us come together 
with the one purpose of bettering our 
social condition, and talk these mat- 
ters over. It may be some plan of 
movement may be devised that will look 
to the end of getting better laws, and 
so remedying many evils. Let all who 
desire a better state of morals come 
to this convention.

TWO INCHES OF RAIN. 


THUNDER AND LIGHTNING IN 
THIS CITY. 


Squall Last Evening, Accompanied 
With a Dash of Hail and Notsy 
Klements, 


EVERYBODY MADE HAPPY. 


NO LONGER CAUSE FOR WORRY 
OVER CROP CONDITIONS. 


—- 


Pro«pect That There Will Ue Large 
Crops ef Grain, Sugar Beets 
and Beans, as Well as 
truits. 


The-storm which has-been 
over Southern California for the past 
two days, giving wonderful benefit, 
not only to the farmers, but to all 
classes of people, was thought to have 
passed to the eastward at the time the 
report in yesterday paper 
was written. At midnight Tuesday 
the sky was perfectly clear, but 
at 1 o'clock a shower came up, and 
an hour later there came fer a short 
time the heaviest precipitation which 
has occurred at any period of the 
storm. This lasted no great length of 
time, however, and yesterday opened 
with a heavy fog, but no rain_in sight. 
It was not untii about 6 o'clock last 
evening that the rain began again, and 
then it came with a regular squall, 
which was turned to hail for a short 
time. 

This sudden squall was also notable 
for the fact that it was accompanied 
with thunder and lightning, plainly 
heard and seen from this city. It has 
been many a day since such a thing 
occurred here, and people stopped on 
the streets to assure themselves that 
it was the genuine article of a thun- 
der storm, and the minds of most citi- 
zens were carried back to the olden 
times ‘“‘back East,’ when such spec- 
tacles were frequently witnessed by 
them. 

The precipitation for the twenty-four 
hours egded at 5 o'clock last evening 
was 0.23°of an inch, making 1.70 inches 
€or the storm, while the tain in the 
next few hours must have brought the 
total for the storm up to about 2 inches. 
The tota! fer the season béfore this 
storm was 0.79 of an inch, and the nor- 
mal precipitation for a season up to 
and including January 1i is 7.38 inches. 

George T. Franklin, the local weather 

rver, when seen last evening. felt 
uncertain as to the future of the storm, 
not having had reports from the outside 
since morning. He thought the indica- 
tions were for a showery day today, 
with a probability for a clearing of the 
sky. This was based on the fact that 
there was a tendency to higher atmos- 
pheric pressure throughout the coast 
country, which made it look as though 
the storm was moving to the eastward 
instead of to the southward. 

While Southern California is ready to 
receive ten times as much rain as that 
which came in the present storm, pro- 
viding it comes in small batches, capa- 
ble of being handled in the water 
courses, the present storm has been of 
incalculable benefit, having come so 
gently that the earth has been able to 
.absorb the great bulk of it. Moreover, 
it is the season when a rain does the 
most good. The heaviest storm of last 
year was in October, and the effect of 
it was past before the greatest need 
came. An inch of rain at this season 
is really worth more tham two inches 
coming so early as Octobér. 

At would seem that at least three 
crops are now practically assured, and 
-those are the ones which suffered the 
.most last year. These are grain, beans 
and sugar beets. The rain has been 
sufficient now to soak the ground down 
to the point cf sub-irri-<ation, which 
Was not done at any time last year. 
fEven very moderate rains from this

time on will make excelient crops of 
non-irrigated preducts. 
‘As for the irrigated lands. there 


would appear to be no cause for worry 
in those districts dependent on natural 
flow of water or on wells. The only 
districts which still have cause for 
anxiety are the few which are de- 


pendent upon impounded water and the.- 


»reservoirs of which are exhausted, or 
nearly so. It is nots known whether 
there is more than one district in 
Southern California in this condition. 
».That one is the Bear Valley reservoir, 
and it is creditable to the people of Red- 
lands, which is unaer this system, that 
,;they are taking steps to increase their 
,water supply, while it is by no rmeans 
ito be accepted as settled that there 
will not be a surplus of water in that 
reservoir before the season is ended. 
The Hemet reservoir carfied over a 
considerable supply of water from last 
year, and it is believed that there will 
be ample water for all irrigators under 
that system. The flume system of San 
Diego was very short of water at the 
close of the last irrigation season, but 
it is reported that the reservoirs have 
been well stocked by the rains of this 
winter. The Mountain Water Company, 
the new system of San Diego, is. re- 
ported to have a large amount of 
Water in their new reservoir. 
Everything taken into consideration, 
it is now believed as settled that it is 
almost imposible for the coming sea- 
isdn to be anything near as bad as the 
t one, and there is a possibility of

SAN FRANCISCO REPORT. 
report received from 
Weather Bureau at San Francisco, 
which is published in another column 
this morning, gives an interesting sum- 
marv of the rainfaH this season com- 
pared with that of last, and it 
is encouraging to note that while this 
city is deficient this year, it stands 
alone in this respect among all the 
localities reported, while from other 
data. from towns not included in this 
bulletin. it is evident that the rule 
applies throughout Southern California 
in general; that this year shows a 
gain over last year. In this immediate 
Vicinity storms have seemed to cirele 
about a small area without hitting it. 
But the city itself does not particularly 
need more rain. It is the country that 

eeds it. and the country’is consider- 

lv ahead of last year. 

It seems from the San Francisco 
bulletin that this is to be the last day 
of the storm. and this morning the 
work of cleaning the skies will begin, 
vhile a iower temperature will prevail 
for somie days. 

HEAVIEST FOR TWO YEARS. 

SAN DIEGO, Jan. i1.—The «storm 
which commenced at noon here yester- 
day. was the hardest and mest general 
downpour throughout the county which 
has occurred Within the past - two 
years. The storm was a steady general 
downpour up to 7 p.m., When, for half 
an ‘hour it was a veritable cloudburst. 
The rainfall in the city for the storm 
was inches, making 3.11 inches for 
“the season. against 4.98 for the total 
speafon last year. The heaviest rainfall 
of the storm in this vicinity was at 
Cuvamaca Dam, where 3.60 inches felj 
‘jn eighteen hours.

The bakery proprie- 
tor caused his arrest on a Territorial 
charge, and Sharon remained in jail 
for two weeks before his misadventure 
was discovered by Attorney Willis, 

Sharon feels the notoriety of the 
affair keenly. He is stopping tem- 
porarily with friends in Phoenix, but 
will leave later, in all probability, for 
his home in San Francisco.

Work 
of surveying the site is making decided 
headway. The corps of engineers has 
oeen supplemented by the arrival of J. 
Fred Apppleby. Everything points to 
the speedy accomplishment of the task 
of building the reservoir by the United 
States government. 

Hon. Lewis de Pew, who is acting as 
quartermaster at Mazoques, Porto Rico, 
writes to old friends in Florence. He 
says the island is a fine country, the 
only objection being that there is too 
much rain. He is confident that there 
are placer deposits on the island, and 
regretted his inability to get out and 
do some prospecting. 

The Winslow public schools have 
closed on account of the smallpox scare. 

Kingman is to have a bank at last. 
H. H. Watkins is to be the banker 
and cashier. 

The home of Ben Schuster at St. 
Johns was destroyed by fire on the 7th. 

The smallpox patient at Thurber’s 
camp, five miles west of Hackberry, 
suffered a relapse after being nearly 
recovered. It is stated that he es. 
sayed to take a bath. He lived just 
an hour afterward. 

The Santa Ana Mining Cempany is 
putting in commission a steamer of 
light draft, and a barge, to ply on 
the Colorado River between the Needles 
and the company’s placer grounds, 
situated below Cottonwood Island. The 
boat was built at Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and will be put together by a foree 
of eleven men, who accompany it. The 
steamer will be running in the early 
spring time.

DAMAGE ON THE COAST. 


which accompanied it did a good deal 
of damage along the coast, but with- 
out loss of life, save in the case of 
the two fishermen drowned off San 
Pedro, as reported’ in 
Times. 

The damage at Terminal Island will 
perhaps exceed $1000, 


repaired with labor and with very 
little new material. The tide yester- 
day morning was the heaviest that has 
been known in a long time. Just when 
the tide was at its highest, which 
was about 7 a. m. a heavy sea re- 
sulting from Tuesday's storm had been 
worked up. The heavy waves at very 
high water were what did the harm. 
The sandy beach, three er four miles 
in length,. which skirts the ocean side 
of Terminal Island, was rapidly 
washed away. The Terminal Island 
wharf stood firm, but about a quarter 
of a mile of plank walk along the 
shore was undermined and carried 
away. The electric light standards 
and wiring along that part of the beach 
were also torn down. The greatest 
damage was at the westerly end of the 
line of buildings. Two small cottages 
occupied by Ed Howell and Mr. Adams 
were undermined and toppled over 
toward the sea. Harry McHannon’'s 
small cottage was undermined. The 
sandy ground under the front end of 
H. J. Woollacott’s saloon was washed 
away. The bath-house veranda was 
undermined and the ground at the west 
end was carried from under the build- 
ing proper ior a distance of about ten 


feet. Further eastward the only 
buildings, the foundaticns of which 
were encroached upon, were those 


which were situated well to the front 
toward the sea. The sand was caved 
away to within about three feet of F. 
J. Thomas’s cottage. The waves went 
beyond the bulkhead in front of the 
Glenburne cottage, which is occupied 
by Mrs. Urquhart and Mrs. Christe, 
and carried the support fren beneath 
the piazza. The foundation was 
washed from under the clubhouse of 
the Catalina Yacht Club. From a point 
even with the Rudder Grange cottage 
eastward the damage was trifling. A 
little of the walk was undermined, but 
searcely enough to carry away its 
foundation. 

The sailboat Jupiter. which was 
brought ashore on Terminal Island 
Tuesday night, lay there till yesterday 
morning, when an attempt Was made 
to move her up onto the beach at 
high tide. The attempt failed, the 
boat was broken up and the wreck lies 
half buried in the sand in front of the 
Rudder Grange cottage. 

The track of the Tei-ninal Railway 
Company near East San Pedro station 
suffered censiderably. The sea did not 
encroach much on the ground under 
the tracks, but the water running from 
the spent waves made it necessary to 
repair the tracks before they could he 
used. The Terminal trains were run 
to the Southern California Lumber 
Company's wharf meantime, and the 
passengers were transferred’ to the 
steamers and ferry fren that pier. The 
Wilmington. Transportation Company's 
steamer Hermosa, which had been lying 
at her winter mooring place at Mor- 
mon Island, was moved to the Southern 
Pacific dock on the west side of the 
San Pedro inner harbor, supposedly 
for her greater safety. 

Santa Monica fared better, in point 
of damage. During the very heavy 
rain, which fell there Tuesday after- 
noon, the volume of storm water 
caused a great stream to flow down the 
gully by the Southern Pacific tracks 
leading to the wharf, and on into the 
ocean. The torrent carried a_ great 
quantity of beach sand with it, and 
threatened to undermine two or three 
houses. The buildings had not moved 
yesterday afternoon, but they were so 
situated that a heavy rainfall would 
be likely to wash away what remain- 
ing support they had. The torrent 
also carried away a section of the wide 
plank walk along the beach. The 
high tide and accompanying rough sea 
washed away much of the beach and 
partially undermined the plank walk 
in a few places, but did only trifling 
damage on the shore. The waves were 
heavy enough to make the new pleasure 
wharf vibrate perceptibly, and to tear 
loose frem their moorings four small 
boats. which were tied rear the end 
of the wharf. The waves were break- 
ing at about where the boats were. The 
boats were broken up as they came fo 
the beach. In South Santa Monica 
the large collection of storm water 
played one or more queer freaks. tt 
completely surrounded L. B. Osburn’s 
house so that his domicile is an island. 
Prof. Nathan F. Smith, supervising 
principal of the Santa Monica schools, 
reports that the rain gauge at the 
Lincoln schocl was filled up to 3.14 
inches from the late downpour, and 
that there was more rain which ran 
over.

ANNUAL ELECTION OF OFFICERS 
CONDUCTED QUIETLY. 


Coating Station—Why 
Mexican Steamers Do not Stop 
for Los Angeles Trade—Seventh 
Regiment Monument—Kesolutions 
for the Legislature. 


San Pedro 


The annual election of the Chamber 
of Commerce was held in the rooms 
of the organization yesterday, result- 
ing in the election of the following of- 
ticers: President, J. S. Slauson; first 
vice-president, M. J. Newmark; se*c- 
ond vice-president, A. B. Cass; treas- 
urer. W. C. Patterson. 

Chairmen of committees were elected 
as follows: Commerce, Charles For- 
man: Manufactures, J. Ross Clark; 
Immigration, Gorge H. Stewart; Lands, 
D. M. McGarry; Mines, Hl. Hawgood,; 
Ways and Means, F. Q. Story, Statis-, 
tics. S. McKee; Law, J. W. MeKin- 
ley; Membership, E, F. C. Klokke; Ho- 
tels, Thomas Pascoe; Parks, Charles Hi. 
Toll. 

The Board of Directors met in the 
afternoon. The Committee on Com- 
merce reported on the matter of se- 
curing a coaling station at San Pedro, 
recommending that Senator White be 
requested to promptly interview the 
Secretary of the Navy and present 
to him the desirability of San Pedro 
being selected as the proper location 
for the coaling station. The report 
was adopted. The same committee 
made the following report on the mat- 
ter of House of Representatives Bill, 


No. 11.312, referred to the Chamber 
by Senator Perkins; and it was 
adopted: 


“The communication of Senator Per- 
kins. dated December 22, to the Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
together with a ‘Bill to promote com- 
merce and to increase foreign trade 
of the United States, and to provide 
auxiliary cruisers, transports and sea- 
men for government use when neces- 
sary,’ has been carefully considered 
by your committee. We regard the pas- 
sage of this bill as eminently desira- 
ble, and would recommend the adoption 
of the following resolution: 

“Whereas, 90 per cent. of the im- 
ports and exports of the United States 
are carried in foreign ships, which an- 
nually receive from the people of the 
United States a sum estimated at $200,- 
000.000, which is taken out of the coun- 
try in gold, or its equivalent, and con- 
tributes to the employment of aliens 
abroad, while at the same time depriv- 
ing our own people of the employment 
that sum would constantly give if 
it were retained in the United States, 
and. whereas, a bill has been intro- 
duced in the Senate of the United States 
(No. 5024) and in the House of Repre- 
sentatives (No, 11,312.) the purpose of 
which is to restore to American ships 
a fair share of our foreign carrying, to 
the end that the money so expended 
may le retained in the United States, 
giving employment upon our farms,

She calls at various ports on the 
Mexican coast and the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia, and it is with difficulty that she 
can call.at all the ports at Which she 
is scheduled and make her monthly 
trips. The calling at San Pedro sneant 
ordinarily, an additional day's delay. 

“But this is not the reason the ser- 
vice was discontinued. The steamer 
continued to call‘at the Los Angeles 
Feaboard ports nineteen months on 
the urgent request of the merchants 
of your city, and on the representations 
that while there might not be much 
business to start with, the establish- 
ment of a line would enable a busi- 
ness. to be worked up. and in a few 
months, by the united efforts of the 
steamship company, and your mer- 
chants, a lucrative business would be 
established. 

“In order to demonstrate the cor- 
rectness, or otherwise, of this claim. 
we scheduled the staemner to call. At 
first there was some effort made on 
the part of your merchants to work 
up the business. We believe several 
epresentatives were sent into the 
Mexican territory for that purpose, but 
they met with poor success, and later, 
as we understand it, the efforts were 
practically abandoned. At any rate, 
the business which the steamer secured 
instead of increasing, grew less, so 
that on the last few trips we secured 
substantially nothing. 

“This experience was only a repeti- 
tion of a former experience which we 
had of calling with the same vessel at 
San Diego, and on the same showing 
and expectations of increased traffic. 
The Chamber of Commerce at San 
Diego guaranteed the company certain 
earnings to make the stop, but after 
several months’ experience, withdrew 
such guarantee, and thereupon the 
business was discontinued. 

“We feel satisfied from our exper- 
lence at the two ports that it is use- 
less for the steamer to renew the ser- 
vice. There can certainly be no ad- 
vantage to your city to have a steamer 
rall just for the fun of the thing. and 
as there appears to be practically no 
business for her, there does not appear 
to be any good reason for callling. 

“We feel that we have thoroughly 
tested the matter, and that the experi- 
ment has cost the company consider- 
able money. Under the circumstances 
we do not feel that we can again re- 
new the service, and are firmly con- 
vinced that Is useless to do sn:

@re given a value of $2-each, so that 
he purchaser is out only $2. rece.ving

' “The next step is for the five good 
things to go to the merchant and buy 
a $12 book each.

first man, and who later 
buy a $12 boAk of the merchant, are 
also supposed ¥o sell their coupons to 
other good things, who also buy books.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

TRADE CONDITIONS. The year of 
°98 is the record year of the United 
States in finaneial and industrial re- 
sults. It is beyond parallel. The vol- 
ume of domestic and export trade ex- 
ceed that of ‘92, heretofore the banner 
year. 

The demand for breadstuffs and other 
mecessaries was never before equalled, 
and the liberal shipment of cereals, 
Which has been a feature of the year, 
still continues. 

The story of the iron trade of the 
year is one of unprecedented expan- 
Sion. The output of pig iron reached 
11.645,000 tons, greater than Great Brit- 
@in ever reached by 2,800,000 tons. 

“The export trade for the country was 
nearly double that of the import, and 
for the first time in the history of the 
country we exported more manufac- 
tured goods than were imported. 

Add to all this the fact that there 
were fewer failures with lower  lia- 
bilities than for some years past, and 
certainly the trade conditions of the 
year must have exceeded the expecta- 
tions of the most sanguine. 

The opening of the new year notes an 
dmprovement in textile manufacturing, 
the industry which opposed last year 
the most unfavorable conditions. The 
Situation in fine, is one of sustained 
strength with no indication of any re- 
action. 

To turn for a backward glance at our 
Own section, we have faced the dryest 
vear that Southern California has ex- 
perienced for over twenty yvears. The 
<result has not been the disaster 
sprophesied. due mainly to the work 
Southern California has been doing in 
athe development of water for irriga- 
tion. While some proportion of our 
community has suffered frora the lack 
of sufficient moisture, a glance at the 
products of the year compiled reliably 
shows that in many sections there must 
have'béen little cr no restriction in pro- 
duction. 

Climatic conditions made harley and 
bean-growing generally impracticable, 
and the feature of the year was. the 
clearing off of old stock, which brought 
necessarily top prices. 

The citrus crop was the largest ever 
marketed. estimated value approximat- 
ing $6,000,000. 

Fresh deciduous fruit shipments fell 
below those of ‘97, but higher prices 
prevailed.” The output of dried fruit 
Was exceptionally light, but the pack 
of canned fruit was largest known. 

The walnut crop was larger than that 
of the previous year, but the almond 
crop was considerably shortened. 

The raisin cetop was not up to aver- 
age. but has been mostly disposed of, 
toxether with a carry-over stock of 
Mearly one thousand carloads. 

The sugar-beet crop was much _re- 
duced, but the dry vear did not prohibit 
yegetable shipments. It proved the best 
season for the peat lands in many a 
year. A notable shipment of celery 
Was sent forward that brought a re- 
turn of $750,000, 

“The year has brought disaster to cat- 
tlemen and “bee men. Bees at the 
West have been able to do little more 
than supply themselves with food, and 
im many of the apairies artificial food 
has had to be supplied.

This promise was 
carried out last year, and the successive 
favorable character of the traffic statements 
published aroused expectatjons with the 
investment public that the dividends would 
be soon declared on the stock. The _ pro- 
ceedings of the sugar directors were also 
viewed with interest, as it was intimated 
that some publicity would be given of the 
result of the company’s operations in the 
pending trade war.

MEASURING THE STORM WATERS 
IN THE ARROYO, 


Engineer Found 125 Inches at the 
Head of the Canyon This Morn- 
ing—Nobody Willing to Deepen 
the City Well—Another Huamore 
@us Episode in a Bar-room. 


PASADENA, Jan. 11.—{Regular . Corre- 
epondence.] The men and teams in the 
city street department have been busy to- 
day repairing mischief done by yesterday's 
heavy rain. The worst conglition of things 
was found on Glenarm street, where there 
was a deep wash under the curbing. The 
damage on the whole was light, not nearly 
s0 great as that caused by the recent sand- 
storm. 


City Bngincer Clapp went up the arroyor 


this morning, to measure the run-off. from 
the mountains. He had put his machinery 
in place Monday, in the nick of time. At 
the head of the arroyo he found a stream of 
125 miner's inches of water, and the Man 
on guard said it was 175 inches last night. 
The water either soaked into the ground 
or+was diverted, and there was no surface 
stream down at the Devil's Gate. A good 
stream of water was pouring out of EKaton’'s 
Cafion this afternoon. It is regarded as re- 
markable that after a rainfall of 2 inches 
there should be no surface stream at the 
Devil's Gate, and as another striking evi- 
dence of how thirsty this part of the earth 
had become. 

Engineer Clapp's investigations this morn- 
ing showed that the pipe of the North 
Pasadena Water Company had diverted about 
30 inches of water from the arroyo, render- 
ing it unnecessary for the company to run 
its pumping plant. The directors of the 
Pasadena and Lake Vineyard Water Com- 
pany were out exploring the land for a 
chance for another tunnel] this morning.

Work—New and Shorter Route 
Between Los Angeles and Santa

SANTA’ BARBARA, Jan. 11.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.}| Manager of Construction Bas- 
qui of the Southern Pacifie Company, who 
will have charge of the construction work of 
closing the ‘“‘gap,"’ has arrived in the city 
with about ten men, consisting of surveyors, 
telegraph operators and helpers.

STEAMER LINE,

Steamship and Railroad Officials 
and Merchants to Dine at Hotel 
del Coronado Steamer Due Next 
Week—Sonking Rain Does Much 
Good—Ocean Stifred tp at Cor- 
onado, 


. SAN DIEGO, Jan. 11. — [Regular Corre- 
sepondence.} The Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittee in charge of the celebration of the 
inauguratéon of the steamship line to the 
Orient, has practically decided upon its line 
of action. It will be a banquet, given at 
Hotel del Coronado, a day or so before the 
Belgian King sails for Hongkong. This will 
permit of a fitting send-off to the commander 
and officers of that vessel, as well as to the 
California and Oriental and Santa Fé offi- 
cials. The merchants and public men ef Les 
Angeles are as a matter of course to be in- 
vited, as well as those of other Southern Cali- 
fornia towns — the committee taking the 
ground that the new enterprise is one that 
affects all Southern California. 

“It has been San Diego's custom to give a 
big blow-out in the shape of a street parade,”’ 
said one of the committee this morning. 
“This is Qistasteful under the present cir- 
cumstances, and the officials of the steam- 
ship company and the railroad do not care 
to be dragged about the city to serve as tar- 
gets of public criticism, however friendly. 
The most tasteful and appropriate thing to 
do, we believe, is to have a splendid banquet 
at our finest place, Hotel del Coronado, 
where the projectors and managers of the 
new line, the railroad people, and the mer- 
ehants of Southern California can be enter- 
tained. Such a banquet would do more to 
promote good feeling between the influential 
men of Southern California than any other 
kind of celebration. No doubt ideas will be 
suggested there that will prove of great yalue 
in building up commerce between this State 
and Japan and China. 

“As nearly as we can ascertain, the 
steamer Belgian King is due to arrive next 
Thursday, January 19. She will sail €or 
Japan and China about February 1. The 
banquet, therefore will probably be given 
about January 25."’ 


A SOAKING RAIN. 

The showers that began yesterday after- 
noon ended last night in downpours that 
nearly reached the dignity of cloudbursts. 
An inch an@ a third of rain fell in this city 
up to 9 o'clock last evening. The streets 
ran full from curb to curb. The sidehill 
Streets were gashed and worn down badly, 
doing a damage of several thousand dollars. 
Some of the street-car tracks were submerged 
and others covered with mud, but a force of 
men were kept at work during the night and 
travel was not stopped. 

The wind that accompanied the rain blew at 
the rate of thirty-five miles an hour at one 
time. The storm was from the southeast. 
Observer Carpenter received word from San 
Francisco to hang out the red pennant, the 
signal of dangerous storms at sea. This sig- 
nal has been used re only once or twice. 
Mr. Carpenter telephoned to Capt.. Colburn 
of the steamer St. Denis, advising him of the 
approaching gale, and Capt. Colburn deferred 
sailing the St. Denis unfil this evening. The 
trip to Ensenada would have been in the very 
teeth of the gale, and might have been dis- 
astrous, as the wind on the ocean was per- 
haps twice as strong as upon land. 

Word has been received from the towns 
this side of the mountains that rain fell heav- 
ily in all parts. In places two inches fell 
within twelve hours. All 
flowing, some of them bank full. The crops 
already in got the full benefit of the down- 
pour, while the grond is.in the best of con- 
dition for the remaining unplanted crops. 

The storm brought the total rainfall of 
the season nearly up to normal, and much 
ahead of the previous two or three years at 
this corresponding date.

CROPS AND STOCK FEED, 


What the Precipitation Measured in 
Different Vartse of the County. 
Santa Ann River and Santiago 
Creck Flowing from a Down- 
pour in the Mountains, 


SANTA ANA, Jan. 11.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The rain of yesterday and last 
night has put the farmers and stock-raisers 
of Orange county in a much more hopeful 
mood than they have been for months past. 
The storm brightens the prospects for plenty 
of stock feed and at least fair crops with 
the aid of but little additional rainfall. 
Gauges at Santa Ana register the. precipi- 
tation for the twenty-four hours at 2.25 
inches, while at Tustin they show 2.69, and 
on the San Joaquin ranch, where the lare- 
est grain ficlds in the county are located, 
2.75 inches of water fell. The rain during 
the night was irregular, but over half an 
inch of water fcll. Between 2 and 3 o'clock 
this morning a thunderstorm was experienced 
which was followed by an unusually heavy 
shower and hail, which continued § for 
about thirty minutes. Both the Santa Ana 
River and Santiago Creck were running full 
this morning. which indicates that the pre-* 
cipitation was even heavier in the moun- 
tains than in the valley. 

More land has already been sown to hay 
and grain than ever before in the county. 


At 3 o'clock this afternoon the rainfall for 
the season is given at 4 inches, or 3.10 
inches since the first of the year. It lacks 
only 2.42 inches of already equalling the 
entire rainfall of last season. The precipi- 
tation for the past seven years at Santa 


Ana, as taken from a carefully-kept record, 
is as follows: Season of 1891-92, 8.60 inches; 
1892-93, 14.82 inches: 1893-94, 6.07 inches;

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HARDWAREFIRM ROBBED 


THE THIEF ENTERED THROUGH A 
REAR WINDOW. 


About Two Hundred Dollars’ Worth 
of Sample Cutlery and a Small 
Amount of Cash Carried Away. 
The Store Was of Easy Access. 


The audacious burglar, like the poor, 
is alwavs with us. Some time during 
Tuesday night or early vesterday 
morning he gave evidence of his pres- 
ence and activity by cleaning out a 
showcase full of pocket Knives, razors, 
etc. 


The place burglarized is the store of 


the Southern California Hardware 
Company, Nos. 107 to 111 North Main 
street. The show case, which was 


emptied of its contents by the robber 
is the one nearest the front door at No. 
111. No lights were left burning in 
the store. but the electric light at the 
crossing of First and Main streets, 
which burns all night, is not far dis- 
tant. A regular policeman and two or 
three special patrolmen frequently pass 


the store during the night, but noth- 
ine was known of the robbery until 
the store was opened by Chester 
Klieves-and William Clark yesterday 
morning. 

Entrance to the store was effected 
through a resr window. The back 


vard is easy of access from two points. 
The stairway at No. 107% Nort) Main 
street leads to a porch over toe reat 
of the store. from where it is only a 
step to the roof of a small building 
and a short drop to the ground below. 
Yesterday morning a stepladder was 
found leaning against the side of the 
building. 
feet of the roof. A much easier method 
of ingress is a back stairway leading 
from the lodging-house at No. 115 West 
First into the backyard. The portion 
of the vard used by the hardware com- 
panv is fenced up, but Tuesday night 
the gate was left open, and the burglar 
probably entered the yard from. that 
point. 

After gaining access to the yard the 
balance was easy. The window was 
pried up with a chisel, the catch be- 
ing broken. The petty cash drawer in 
the office was broken open, but very 
little monev was secured, as only about 
$ in change was left in the drawer 
over night. 

The robber then made his way direct 
to the showcase containing the sample 
pocket knives and razors, not molest- 
ing anything else. With the exception 
of two safety razors and a few cheap 
knives. the show case was cleaned out, 
about $200 worth of cutlery being 
taken. Underneath the counter was 
stored between $2000 and $3000 worth 


of cutlerv in original packages, but 
none of this was molested, the thief 
evidently wishing to avoid bulk. The 


goods taken could be carried away in 
a man’s pockets, if he wore an over- 
coat. 

The hardware company will now 
protect its windows by putting up iron 
bars. but until this is cgmpleted a 
watchman will remain im the store at 
night.

BAGGAGE-MASTERS’ REPORT. 


Pieces Handled by Both Lines in 
December—Notes, 
For the month of December the 


Southern Pacific Company handled at 
the Arcade depot a total of 22,312 pieces 
of baggage. Of these 10,740 were sent 
out of the city and 11,572 were brought 
in. The difference in favor of receipts 
is 832 pieces. For the same month in 
1897. the total was 20,912, of which 9811 
were sent out and.11,101 were brought 
in. The difference jin favor of receipts 
that month was 1290 pieces. COmpar- 
ing the two years 1400 pieces more 
baggage in all was handled in Detem- 
ber, 1898, than in the same month in 
1897. There were 929 pieces more sent 
out in the Jatter case, and 471 more 
brought in. 

The Santa Fé Company reports for 
the month of December, 1898, 5965 pieces 
of baggage received at La ‘Grande de- 
vot, and 5604 sent out, showing a dif- 
ference ‘in favor of receipts of 361 
pieces.

AN AZTEC TEMPLE. 


One Believed to Have Been Discoyv- 
ered Near El Paso, Texas. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT,] 

EL PASO Tex.,) Jan. 11.—An Aztec 
temple long buried beneath the surface 
of the earth, has been uncovered with- 
in the limits of this city, according 
to Dr. Leo Borson, a graduate of Ox- 
ford University, and an archaeologist of 
note, who is connected with the pre- 
paratory university at the City of Mex- 
ico. At his own solicitation, he was 
sent by the Mexican government to 
search for the remains of an Aztec 
temple and village, which he learned 
from ancient records in the archives of 
Mexico, were situated somewhere near 
here on the left bank of the Rio 
Grande. 

Recently the _ scientist unearthed 
several stones covered with hieroglyph- 
ics within the corporate limits of the 
town, and at a depth of ten feet a wall 
of solid masonry was uncovered. The 
scientist is confident he has discov- 
ered the Aztec temple, and expects 
to unearth many relics of great value.

able relics in Mexico, among them the 
famous god, Paxel, now in the City of 
Mexico and a number of tablets of 
stone covered with hieroglyphics, which. 
when deciphered. proved to be a great 
benefit historic
